Russ Troops

NewZhukov Order 
Beats Deadline of 
Treaty by Month 


MOSCOW (Sunday) (AP) 


— The Soviet Union today 
ordered its 44,000 occupation 
troops withdrawn from Aus- 
tria by Oct. 1 and announced 
Russian armed forces would 
be reduced by that number. 


Defense Minister Marshal Zhu- 


kov in an order of the day thus 
implemented, so far as Russia 
was concerned, a Soviet proposal 
made at the Big Four summit 
conference in Geneva. This pro- 
posal was to demobilize troops 
of the four occupation powers 
when they are evacuated from 
Austria. 


The Soviet order came just 


four days after the treaty re- 
storing Austrian independence 
went into effect. It means Aus- 
tria will be free of Russian 
troops for the first time in 
more than 10 years. 
The treaty signed May 15 by 


Russia, Britain, France and the 
United States called for with- 
drawal of all occupation troops 
within 90 days after final ratifi- 
cation.

wives have any idea of what their positions would be 
should they be left widows. The result is unnecessary 
heartaches and suffering are caused. 


In its July issue. Changing Times magazine presents 


a chart which every family should use—or one similar 
to it. It is for the husband and wife to go over together. 
It should be filled out at different periods as people 
grow older and their finances and responsibilities 
change. Copies of the chart can be had by writing

The chart, when filled out, will show the monthly 


family expenses if the breadwinner is not there. It will 
take some realistic and unpleasant thinking to reach a 
conclusion. But it is far better to do that thinking and 
planning now rather than wait until the day when the 
wife may have to do it alone. 


Next on the chart is the estimate of what the family 


income will be with the husband gone. This will include 
Social Security, if the wife is past 65, or for dependent 
children if she is not that age. It will include life insur- 
ance and it should be decided on what basis that in- 
surance is to be paid. Your life insurance agent should 
be called in to carefully explain the various options, so 
the insurance can be fitted into the plan. The chart 
when filled out will show where and how much the 
family bank accounts amount to—and what debts must 
be paid from these assets.

It is estimated very few wives know what it costs 


to operate the family today. The article, therefore, sug- 
gests that careful records be kept for several months. 
The wife should be required to handle all the finances 
for a prolonged period. It is true most wives run the 
household, but in many cases the husband pays ex- 
penses, such as taxes, new car purchases, insurance 
payments and other expenditures outside of the funds 
under control of the wife. Where this practice is fol- 
lowed the wife has little idea what the total costs are 
or where the money goes. 


The chart includes spaces for listing savings bonds 


— life insurance — other securities — real estate docu- 
ments and other records. It shows their value—and 
where they are located. It lists the will, which very few 
heads of families have prepared or kept up to date.

Above all, the wife and husband should discuss. 


who she could turn to in the event the husband is taken 
away. Who among their friends or business associates 
can she turn to for advice? Which attorney will handle 
the estate? Should they put all their assets in a trust 
with their bank—or is the wife well enough informed 
and capable of investing anything left to her? 


Most of us would rather duck unpleasant subjects 


than face them. 
Men who plan insurance on their 


' houses, cars or stores are careless about planning for 


their dearest possession—their families. It is probable the 
greatest tragedies of our society are caused by this 
lack of foresight by men who would never be so short- 
sighted in planning for themselves. In the Changing 
Times' chart—free for the asking—will be found a plan 
that will bring both husband and wife greater comfort 
if they will only use it.—L.A.C.

Late Effects of Blast 
Reported in U.S. Survey 


TOKYO UP)—The U. S. Atomic Bomb Casualty Commission 


(ABCC) has been making surveys itmong Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki survivors—and their children—to detect any late effects 
of atomic radiation. 
' Here's what it found: 


1. Leukemia: A total of 103 Ciises in the past five years 


among approximately 200,000 exposed survivors of the two A- 
blasts. Irffost of the cases were among those within 3,200 yards 
of the blasts. Although this is a 10 to 20-fold increase over 
incidence among those not exposed;'the officials point out 103 
is still numerically small. 


3. Cataract-like conditions of the eye: Incidence "definitely 


increased'1 among persons exposed to radiation. Officials say 
these spots -are small, and so far no case reported has resulted 
in.blindness. The ABCC doesn't have exact figures for the two 
cities, but last March it reported 41 per cent of the people 
within 2,200 yards of the blasts developed the spots while a 
non-exposed group showed only 8 per cent. 


S. Babies: The March report said that 185 pregnant women 


survived the Hiroshima blast to bear children. Only eight of 
the children showed signs of damage: Heads slightly smaller 
than normal and "some degree of mental retardation." Some 
of the mothers of those eight have since produced completely 
normal offspring.

MOULAY IDKISS is a city of

The 
other four were Moroccan dem- 
onstrators, presumably National- 
ists. Eight other demonstrators 
were reported wounded.

PARIS (U.E) — France's shark-1 


nosed Trident I jet plane shot 
several' hundred miles an hour 
beyond the speed of sound Sat- 
urday in a test-flight bid to make 
it the world's fastest aircraft.

you thumbed the pages of the Sears, Roebuck catalogue 
and discovered that you could get by mail order, not 
only thimbles, cream separators, sewing machines, un- 
derwear and jewelry, but also an automobile! 


That year they called it the "Sears' Motor Buggy"— 


but in 1910 they went high hat and called it "Sears' 
Automobile." 


It was made in Chicago. It weighed 1,000 pounds. 


It got 25 miles to the gallon, had four full elliptical 
springs, resilient hard rubber tires, and two mufflers 
to deaden the'exhaust. Furthermore, it was guaranteed 
to run (as well as any other automobile) and the cata- 
logue stated, "You can learn how to' operate from our 
instruction book in 30 minutes, and no mechanical ex- 
perience is necessary to learn." 


Quaint? Boy, howdy! 
Things have changed in automobiles. That is, most 


things. 


Here's something else that may sound quaint to some 


folks. Back in 1901, eight years before Sears, Roebuck 
catalogue finally agreed there must be something to 
those motor buggies, a publication- called the Automobile 
Magazine quoted a brain specialist, Dr. Winslow Forbes, 
in: regard to speed and the human brain.

repeated thefts of gasoline and 
found Murphy with three five- 
gallon cans and a siphon hose. 


He said he was holding the 


pair at gunpoint while Omer 
Clark, his partner, called police. 
The man, he declared, suddenly 
started his car and the woman, 


aged about 40, attacked him with 
a beer bottle. Roudebush said he 
fired at the man and shoved the 
woman into the path of the auto- 
mobile. 


"He ran over her and kept on 


going," Roudebush said. • 


A few minutes later, the car 


hit a telephone pole, tore dovtn 
40 feet of fence and crashed into 
the side of a house. The man 
fled on foot. 


Mrs. Murphy was identified

We noticed an item the other 


day that Harold (Muddy) Ruel, 
now 57, weighs the same today 
as he did when he started catch- 
ing the immortal Walter John- 
son 29 years ago.

of the smallest topflight catchers 
ever to hit the big time. 


The battery of Johnson and 


Ruel was a household word back 
in the 1920's.

high diamond to the ace if left 
to his own devices. Hence 
West didn't dream of leading 
the blank ace of diamonds. 
Instead, he shifted 
at 
the 


second trick to a low trump. 


Declarer welcomed this shift 


eagerly. 
He played a low 


trump from the dummy and 
took East's queen with the 
king of trumps. He next led a 
trump to dummy's jack and 
returned a diamond toward his 
own hand. East played low, 
and South finessed the jack. 


West took the ace of dia- 


monds and decided that the 
time had come to lead another 
heart. 
East won with the 


queen of hearts and returned 
the queen of diamonds, sus- 
pecting the actual situation in 
that suit. South covered with 
the king of diamonds, natur- 
ally enough, and West ruffed. 


West then led the nine of 


spades to get out of his hand 
safely. South could make five 
spades and dummy's ace of 
clubs, but that still left him 
two tricks short of his con- 
tract. 


The chances are that South 


would make his contract if 
West led a second heart at the 
second trick. West would not 
get the diamond ruff, and 
South would have time to set 
up the king of hearts for a 
discard. There would thus be 
a difference of two tricks in 
declarer's'favor.

Jealousy 
Is Root of 
Bullying

. (Q) "I have a big prob- 
lem. I have a son 20 months 
old who is a most loving child 
but is also a bully. When 
around other children his size 
or smaller, he hits, pushes, 
throws things and is like a 
little wild animal. He has a 
sister 20 months older and also 
a baby sister, age two months. 
We think the baby is part of 
the reason for his.actions, for 
he hits her occasionally. We've 
tried to give him more love, 
we've tried talking to him, 
shaming him, and even spank- 
ing—but nothing helps. What 
can we do to help him and 
ourselves?" 


(A) 
Many children from 


about 16 months to about 
three years of age go through 
an aggressive period. This may 
be, to some degree, what is 
happening to your son. How- 
ever, it looks as though most 
of your boy's d i f f i c u l t i e s 
spring from the family situa- 
tion. Here he is with an older 
sister above him and a new 
baby below him, and he's 
strictly in the middle. As we 
have written before, the mid- 
dle child often finds himself in 
a rather tough spot. 


In this instance, your little 


boy was the "baby" for 18 
months.. Then along came this 
new baby who, he probably 
feels, is getting the attention 
he used to get. H<; then takes 
out on other children what he 
would like to take out on his 
baby sister. He cannot believe 
that you love him as much as 
you used to, although you un- 
doubtedly do. 
Naturally, you cannot permit 


him to hurt others. He must 
have definite rules about this. 
He should be told firmly "We 
don't hit!" "We don't push!" 
You can separate him from 
other children for a time if he 
hits them. But don't' shame 
him or spank him; this will 
only cause him to feel more 
resentful. Do not hesitate to 
be firm with him when you 
need to be, for he certainly

Ever since we" were married, Clif and I 


have agreed that keeping busy is the best 
way of finding happiness. While our three 
children were young, the. two of us were 
still working our way through' college. 
Having to attend frequent night, Saturday 
and summer classes, we were almost 
forced to instill in the youngsten individ- 
ual initiative and self-reliance. From an 
early age, they were taught to cook, do 
. the family laundry and shopping, perform 
other necessary household chores. 


Today the situation is relatively un- 


changed. Clif is an elementary-school prin- 
cipal and pastor of our Baptist church; I 
teach school during the winter; and the 


children are more -expert than ever at 
doing their share around the house.

For recreation, we often spend evening* 


making our own music. The twins play re- 
spectively the bassoon and the cornet; I 
preside at the piano; and Joe, a-member 
of the 1955 High School State Chorus, is 
our vocalist. On other occasions we~may, 
on an impulse, gather up food and bedding 
and drive miles to spend the night on a 
raft in the middle of a favorite lake. 


Far be it from us to tell other families 


how to live. If we have a message at all 
it is: Relax and be yourselves.

ix WEEKS AFTER she threw a javelin for the first 


time in her life, a local girl named Karen Ander- 
son Was crowned U. S. women's javelin cham- 


pion. A few months later, competing in only her fourth 
track meet, she hurled the 1-lb., 5-oz. spear more than 


• 160 feet, breaking the American record by 7 feet and 
coining within a scant 3 feet of the throw that won the 
1952 Olympic crown. 


The phenomenal thing about all this is that Karen 


is just 17. She stands only 5'4", weighs a well- 
proportioned 138, gets 'as much fun out of normal 
social activity as she does from athletics. But her 
ability at the latter has caught the attention of track 
experts all over America. Even more important, it is 
raising the hackles of a number of otherwise im- 
passive gentlemen in Moscow, Leningrad and other 
Russian.sports centers. 


For this last statement, take the word of Karen's 


discoverer and trainer, Richmond "Boo" Morcom. A 
star pole-vaultei- on our 1948 Olympic team, Morcom 
noted the performances of Soviet women athletes in 
the 1952 events at Helsinki. In men's track and field, 
the U.S. humbled Russia 269 to 79; but Russia's 
female stars turned the tables to the tune of 95 to 11, 
giving the Soviet an early lead for the unofficial team 
championship that our male performers could not 
overcome until the final day. 


"An Amazing Girl" 


Next year the U. S. and Russia will be at it hot end 


heavy in Melbourne, Australia. And there, says Mor- 
com, things-may be different — thanks to Karen 
Anderson. For if this youngster keeps improving at 
her present pace, she's sure to score points—possibly 
10 for first place — that will cut into the expected 
lead of the Soviet women and give our whole squad a 
potent psychological lift Understandably, this pros- 


pect depresses Russia's sports masterminds. 


There's not a doubt in Morcom's mind that Karen 


will make the U.S. team next year;—providing no 
other sport lures her away from the javelin. But that's 
a threat, for so far she's been sensational at every sport 
she's tried. For example, she's the top scorer on her 
high-school field-hockey team, which is so good it has 
lost but one game in five years. In basketball she's 
scored as many as 45 points in one game. 


"I played basketball against her once during prac- 


tice," says Morcom, who can still vault 14 feet and 
high-jump 6'/2. "As Karen jumped into the air for a 
shot, 1 went up to block it. In a twinkling she shifted 
the ball to her left hand, hooked over her head and 
scored. An amazing girl." 


Karen is an old hand at amazing people. Pitcher on 


an undefeated girls' soft ball team, she recently topped 
even Eton Newcombe of the Dodgers by throwing a 
no-hitter while walloping a homer, a triple and. two 
doubles in four times up. Adept in swimming and 
tennis, she also has played football (though no longer) 
and is taking up golf.

OUR GIRLS VS. RUSSIA 


Although the Olympic Games officially are a com- 
petition between individuals, correspondents covering 
the 1952 Olympics set up a point-scoring system to 
compare Russia and the U.S. The Americans won, but 
Russia led up until the final day, primarily because her 
beefy girls, trained with Communist fervor, dominated 
the gymnastic and field events.

were no stadiums available in the neighborhood, she 
started throwing javelins on the local golf course. She 
had but 18 throws in competition — 12 at Harrisburg 
last summer, where she won the national junior and 
senior AAU championships, and six in a Chicago in- 
door meet — before she threw 161 feet at Mexico City 
to win the Pan-American championships this spring; 
And 161 feet, remember, is only 12 feet from the 
world record — held by a -Russian woman." 


What's the explanation for this sudden blossoming 


of talent? Her coordination, says Morcom. "She is not 
particularly big or strong, but she learns quicker than 
most boys and she remembers what she is told.". 


Both her athletic and singing talents stem from her 


parents. Her father, Melford O. Anderson, superin- 
tendent of Independence National Historical Park in 
Philadelphia, was a first-rate quarterback at Augustana 
College in Rock Island, 111., during the mid-'20s.

Anderson formerly taught music in high schools. 


Their life together has been a nomadic one as Mr. 


Anderson moved from one government post to an- 
other. Karen, born in Denver, grew up in the Rocky 
Mountain states. From an early age she was a super- 
tomboy, playing football and baseball with boys twice 
her age. But when the family moved east to this Phila- 
delphia suburb five years ago, she began to give up 
tackling boys in favor of snaring them in subtler ways. 


Besides dates this summer with her basketball- 


playing beau and golf lessons at nearby Llanerich Golf 
Club, Karen daily'tosses the javelin in the back yard of 
coach Morcom. Watching her with an expert eye (and 
a stern one — for she doesn't like to practice), Mor- 
com believes she's still four or five years away from 
her prime, predicts she'll get better and better.

TUCSON, ARIZ. 


A crew-cut, soft-spokelKprofessor of English at the Uni- 
versity of Arizona here is as deadly a marksman as you've 
ever seen in a shoot-'em-up movie. With no weapons but 
yellowing newspapers aha crumbling books, Prof. Jack 
W. Huggins has brought down the worst desperadoes and 
the most heroic "good guys" in the history of the cow 
country: Buffalo Bill, Billylhe Kid, Wild Bill Hickok, the 
Hardin boys, Bat Masterson. 


Huggins has spent the last few years proving — at least 


to his own satisfaction — that the-Wild, Wild West was 
actually about as tame as a Sunday in the country, and 
that the fable of the frontier is largely blarney. Most 
of the "good guys," he says, were either fakes or well- 
meaning fumblers. The "bad men* were local bullies or 


troublemakers; not one was a Robin Hood robbing the 
rich to feed the poor. Further, the whole notion that 
Western life was a never-ending round of gun duels, 
rustling, poker games and drinking sessions down at the 
Last Chance Saloon is almost pure fiction. 


"Ninety-nine per cent of the frontier settlers were hard- 


working people who tried to civilize the country and bring 
law and order to it," Huggins says, "they were too busy 
farming or ranching to run into town every day to swill 
liquor and shoot up the place." 


As for that other 1 per cent, take someone like Buffalo 


Bill. The legend of the crack-shot buffalo hunter was 
started by dime-novelist Ned Buntline (real name: Ed- 
ward Judson), who came West to do a story on Frank 
'Rourke, a veteran Sioux-fighter. But Rourke wouldn't

talk, ana shunted Buntline along to William F. Cody, a 
youth with long, curly hair whose job was to shoot buffalo 
to feed railroad construction crews. Cody talked plenty, 
and Buntline filled in the gaps. 


"Actually, anybody could hunt buffalo," Muggins points 


out. "Often they'd just stand there and Jet themselves be 
knocked off before they got wise enough to run." 


Cody's reputation was swelled by his traveling Wild 


West show, which featured, among others, Wild Bill 
Hickok, famous marshal of Dodge City, Kan. (Hickok 
finally quit the show. "If I have to listen any more to that 
long-haired so-and-so," he said of Buffalo Bill, "I'll go 
crazy.") Hickok, Huggins admits, was a man of courage, 
but his reputation was made mostly by shooting first and 
asking questions later. Once, when he was expecting 
trouble, he came out of a saloon to see a man rounding 
the corner of a building. Hickok plugged him. The victim 
turned out to be one of his deputies. 


As instructor of a course in "Literature of the South- 


west," Huggins meets these characters frequently in 
print. He also runs across the legend they left behind in 


. everyday life. The fable, he says, has its strongest roots in 


the West, where people should know better. The horse 
opera and the pulp Western sell best hereabouts, and 
many folks who never rode a horse wear five-gallon hats. 


In trying to track down the legendary Western heroes, 


Huggins has been helped by the late "frontier marshal" 
Wyatt Earp, who tried to help set the record straight in 
his memoirs. "Any time you see a picture of a man with 
a gun in each hand, both spitting smoke," Earp wrote, 
"you're looking at a picture of either a fool or a fake." 
No man, he said, could aim two guns at once; the usual 
procedure was to fire one until empty, then switch. He 
also corrected another Western legend: "1 never knew 
a man who amounted to anything to notch his guns." 


The OK Corral Battle 


Earp himself is a controversial figure in Western his- 


tory. There are those who claim he led a stagecoach rob- 
bery while serving as marshal of Tombstone, Ariz.; his 
defenders say he was a fearless, honest officer. They have 
been arguing for years about the famous duel at the OK 
Corral, in which Earp, his two brothers and gambler Doc 
Holliday shot down three members of the "Cowboy 
Gang." To Huagins, the important point is that the whole 
battle lasted only 25 seconds. He winces when he watches 
movie fights that go on for what seems like hours. 


"The gunplay was usually short and sweet," he says. 
With the aid of Earp's and other reminiscences, Hug- 


gins has notched a few other legends shot down in mid- 
night. His victims include Billy the Kid ("a cold-blooded 
killer without a redeeming feature"), the Hardin boys 
("stagecoach robbers and rustlers"), General ("Last 
Stand") Custer ("a neurotic who wasn't even a good 
soldier"). He also is trying to debunk the legend that 
"heroes" died with their boots on, or rode off into the 


sunset.

For instance, Bat Masterson, a famous marshal, wound 


up his days as a New York sportswriter. "Bat had a hard 
time living down his reputation," Huggins says. One of 
his New York friends kept badgering him for one of his 
guns as a souvenir. Finally, in desperation, Bat went to a 
pawnshop, bought a gun, and carved 22 notches in it 
That's how legends start."

The patients who drive us crazy 


In behalf of his much-criticized profession, a family doctor sticks his neck out (in a friendly way) to list 10 irritating 'office types' 


' 
PAOLl, IND. 


"Doctors should do no wrong." 


That is the feeling of people everywhere — 


and from time to time doctors are called on 
the carpet, publicly or privately, because they 
are supposed to have "done wrong." Fees, 
services, hospital care, all have produced 
their share of criticism. As a result, doctors 
have done a good deal of soul-searching 
through the years. 


However, we also have come to realize that 


our profession often is stung by half-truths, 
innuendoes and outright falsehoods. We 
would not be human if we did not at least 
think of some of the shortcomings of our 
critics — the patients. 


SWELLING in her son's throat frightened one 


mother until she learned the truth. 


Let's consider some of these shortcomings 


as I see them in my daily practice. T have 
placed them in 10 categories — not in malice, 
or to point the finger at specific individuals, 
but in the belief that enlightenment breeds 
good will (and good will, in turn, can result 
in better doctor-patient relationships). Here 
are the 10: 


THE ALARMIST 


To this patient every illness is an emer- 


gency — and the doctor "better come quick." 
Ridiculous as it may sound, I was once 
called at 2:30 a.m. by an anxious husband to 
see his wife because of a backache which had 
bothered her two years. 


Before panicking, remember: there are 


very few real emergencies. Few sudden ill- 
nesses require immediate treatment. A few 
hours usually makes little difference. This 
does not mean to underestimate your symp- 
toms. It means to contact the doctor calmly, 
tell him the facts and let him take it from 
there. 


THE TIME-WASTER 


Here is another disturbance to whatever 


peace there may be in the life of the physi- 


cian. Asked how his appetite is, the time- 
waster recites — to the calorie — every item 
in his menu for the past week. Efforts to get 
his family history lead to long-winded expo- 
sitions concerning cousins, aunts by marriage 
and family skeletons.. 


Time and service are all the doctor sells. 


Each 15-minute period in his day is worth 
just so much. If he wants to waste time in 
small talk, let him do it. Otherwise, stick to 
the business at hand — that of trying to find 
out what's wrong with you. 


THE SHY "MAIDEN" 


This is the patient, usually a woman, who 


is modest almost to the point of vulgarity. 
On the beach, she thinks nothing of exposing" 
herself quite a bit. But in the doctor's office 
it's different: she considers herself ready for 
a complete examination after removing little 
more than her gloves and chewing gum. 


To this patient I can only say: relax and 


let the doctor do his job. Let him feel for 
your spleen as well as your pulse. Let him use 
his stethoscope to listen to the "one-two" of— 
your heart on your bare skin. It's all for your 
benefit. 


THE "NO-PAYER" 


One of my patients bends his elbow daily 


for a shot or more of old-fashioned penicillin 
at 60 cents a throw. By state law, that mer- 
chandise is strictly cash across the bar. 


Yet this same man has a dog-eared card in 


my account files, pn it are charges for many 
shots of the new penicillin for sore throats 
long ago cured and forgotten — along with 
the bills. 


The air is filled with cries of "high fees," 


but many of us have relatively low fees in 
these days of inflated costs. Still it is often a 
chore to collect. A 75 per cent "take" marks 
the lucky doctor as a financial giant. 


Very few of us turn down a patient because 


of his lack of money. Still, we don't like to be 
taken for suckers when it comes to contribut- 
ing to the public weal. Doctors are supposed, 
to be loaded with legal tender. But let me 
assure you that, with many of us, our mort- 
gages are the only thing big about our finan- 
cial affairs. 


THE "I KNOW BETTER" PATIENT 


Perhaps no one arouses the doctor to such 


an extent as the patient who diagnoses him- 
self. He tells the doctor what's wrong and 
demands treatment. A mother's concern for 
her child may become exaggerated and lead 
her into this category. 


So if you would stay in the good graces of 


your doctor, flatter him by letting him take 
the first crack at making the diagnosis. 


THE STUBBORN ONE 
, 


Many a doctor-patient relationship has 


been strained by the patient who insists on 
being "worked in" when the office is already 
filled with high-priority appointments. Living 
the Golden Rule would relieve this blight. 


Remember, there's enough work tq^make 


any doctor's organized day a nightmare of 
disorganized bedlam. And this is not his fault 
— it's just the way things are. 


THE NON-COOPERATOR 


Perhaps nothing is more irritating to the 


doctor than the patient under treatment who 
fails to follow one word of the doctor's 
advice. 


A doctor is making progress if his heavy- 


smoking ulcer patient cuts down from two 
packs a day to one. But if the patient fails 
to cut down, I sometimes feel like giving up 
and saying, "Why fight it?" 


If you don't intend to follow his advice, 


there is no need to see a doctor. 


THE WORRY WART 


. To this patient every blemish represents a 
potential cancer, every chest pain is "cer- 
tainly" heart trouble. Once I called on a boy 
with hives. His mother pointed to a swelling 
in his neck and asked cautiously, "What's 
that?" ' 


"That is commonly called the Adam's 


apple," I explained. "Everyone has one." 


For your peace of mind, accept your doc- 


tor's advice and reassurance. Remember, it 
is normal to be concerned about your health, 
but needless worries can become a form of 
self-torture. 


THE SHOPPER 


If you want to put the doctor in a really 


bad mood, just greet him with a story about

Such shopping around doet the patient far 


more harm than good. It often represent* a 
tragic desire on hit part to get tom» doctor 
to tell him only what he want* to bear. 


THOSE WITHOUT .TRUST 


Finally, there are people who do not trust 


doctors. Medical files are full of such cases. 
I know a middle-aged man who died need- 
lessly of peritonitis following a ruptured ap- 
pendix. He left his family destitute. 


How many times have you heard: "Doc- 


tors operate whether you need it or not"? 


True, mistakes have'been made. But the 


average doctor does not risk the life of a 
patient by submitting him to dangerous treat- 
ment — surgical or any other kind. .

WWVIIS IS like another coun- 


•*- try, another world," said 


a summer resident. "When you 
come here you forget newspa- 
pers, radio, television. You just 
relax and start living." 


This is Avalon, Santa Calalina 


Island, Los Angeles County, Cali- 
fornia. 
It is a village oC some 


1,200 population in the winter, up 
to 10,500 in the summer. It cov- 
ers a square mile oC an island of 
76 square miles. The i s l a n d , 
which looks like the head oC a 
smiling alligator, is 21 miles long 
and 55 miles around as the seal 
swims. 


Cabrillo in 1542 was the first 


European to set foot on the is- 
land. He called it San Salvador. 
It was forgotten for GO years un- 
til Don Sebastian Vicaino came 
across it. He landed on the feast 
day of St. Catherine of Alexan- 
dria, so he called the island San- 
ta Catalina. 


The island Indians, a branch 


of the Shoshones, welcomed the 
whites. 
They were a peaceful 


people, h c w e r s of stone who 
sailed in plank canoes and lived 
on sea food. 
You can still see" 


their fine stonework in the In- 
dian Museum. It ranges from 
household tools to lovingly fash- 
ioned musical instruments and 
toys. 


THEIK GAKB was a casual ar- . 


rangement of sea m o s s e s and 
skins. 
They regarded the por- 


poise, the raven and the eagle as 
sacred, and worshipped the sun. 
They greeted each new day as 
they greeted the wiiites, with joy, 
for they had so much to be hap- 
py about. 


Later they had good reason to 


regret their welcome, for that 
day m a r k e d the beginning of 
their tribal extermination. First 
came the Russians with Aleutian 
Indians to hunt the sea otter 
that lived around the Channel Is- 
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lands. 
They were very casual 


about killing the Santa Catalina 
natives. 


Then came Yankee hunters and 


traders who managed to corrupt 
and do away with more natives. 
P i r a t e s and smugglers found 
Santa Catalina Island a handy 
headquarters and they did the 
natives no good at all. (There 
is said to be pirate t r e a s u r e 
buried near Avalon.) 


The Spanish were on hand all 


the time and they were notorious 
for their ruthless treatment, of 
natives of any land. The padres 
completed the job by bringing the 


remaining natives to the main- 
land, to be baptized, given Chris- 
tian names and absorbed by civil- 
ization. 


A captain, T h o nva s Robbins, 


was given the island by the Mexi- 
can authorities. Through the last 
150 years of smuggling, mining 
and ranching it has passed from 
hand to hand for sums ranging 
from $1,000 to $3,000,000. 
The 


latter sum was paid by William 
Wrigley Jr. in 1919.

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AVALON STARTED with the 


name Timm's Landing. Around 
the turn of the century the own- 
ers of the island decided it would 
make a fine resort and that it 
needed a new name. 
They de- 


cided on Avalon, a name taken 
from a Greek myth via Tennyson. 


Avalon came into its own when 


Wrigley purchased the island. 
His p u r c h a s e included all of 
Catalina's lands with the excep- 
tion of one-half of Avalon, the 
island's only town. The island 
was his hoDby and chief interest. 
He started a vigorous program 
of development through the San- 
ta Catalina Island Company. He 
worked to keep the island's origi- 
nal beauty and when he died in 
1934 his heirs carried on. 


Although Avalon is a sturdily 


independent sixth-class Califor- 
nia city it is impossible to sepa- 
rate it& interest from that of the 
Island Company. The city and 
the company work together. 


For instance, the city depends 


upon its water supply from a 100- 
million-gallon catch basin in the 
interior. The reservoir is on com- 
pany land just as the pipeline is 
owned by the company. Water 
rates are reasonable, considering 
its scarcity. Before the reservoir, 
residents paid 3 cents a gallon 
for water hauled from the main- 
land. 


The limited water supply is

MAYOR HARVEY COW ELL, 


speaks of the hopeful future of 
Avalon and of Santa Catalina, if 
given new sources of water.

They Move Mountains

UITE LITERALLY the California Division of Highways has 


moved mountains, or at least portions of them, in its half- 


century of building roads, bridges and freeways for the convenience 
and enjoyment of the motoring public. 


Methods of construction have changed considerably since those 


early days at the beginning of the 20th Century when highways 
were only tvvo-lancd and took the path of least resistance up hill 
and down dale. 


Mule power and cheap man-hours of labor built 'those first roads. 


Months of backbreaklng work was required to complete even^ the 
simplest roadway. Tons of earth were hauled with ^e powerful 
animals often straining to pull wagons hub-deep in mud. All the 
operations-excavating, scraping, mixing and laying concrete and 
oiling—were done with a minimum of mechanical aid. 


Contrast those times to the tremendous projects of today. 
The surveyor marks the path of the freeway after the artery 


has been engineered. Then hundreds of pieces of fast-moving equip- 
ment churn up the earth, make great hillslide slashes, d,g huge 
boulders and even cut through solid rock to complete the job. 


All state highway construction is now done by contract. As of 


May 1 3955, according to J. P. Murphy, principal highway engineer 
301 bridge and highway contracts were let with a total value o£ 
$220,259,000.

trucks. Its most spectacular de- 
velopment, however, has been its 
manmade harbor. 


THE PORT rapidly is develop- 


ing into one of the world's busi- 


cst for general cargo. It already 
is the leading shipper of cotton 
on the Pacific Coast and ranks 
near the top for foreign car im- 
ports and citrus exports. 


In its first quarter-century of 


o p e r a t i o n , the Port of Long 
Beach has confined its activities 
almost exclusively to f r e i g h t . 
Last year, it handled nearly 7,- 
000,000 tons. In an a v e r a g e 
month, 140 ships call in the lo- 
cal harbor. They bring and car- 
ry c a r go s to and from p o r t s 
throughout the world.

The City Council had author- 


ized in January, 1954, the estab- 
lishment of the heliport on a 
paved beach area just west ot 
Golden Ave. The site now is in 
full use.

flights, connections are available 
to any part of the world. 


The city plans to put a $5,- 


000,000 bond issue before the vot- 
ers this fall for airport improve- 
ments.

HE $64,000 QUESTION of 
the week is: how do they 


think up the $64,000 questions? 


Although this sho,w (CBS-TV, 


Tuesday Evenings) has developed 
into a thriller for several million 
persons, its producers are not 
acUng like secret agents about 
the way it operates. But they're 
certainly top secret about the 
questions themselves. 


Climb to the penthouse offices 


of Louis G. Cowan, Inc., produc- 
ers of the program, and meet a 
pair of brains—the cool, lofty in- 
telligence of Dr. Bergan Evans, 
professor of English at North- 
western University, Chicago; and 


the restless, 
incisive mind of 


Steve Carlin, executive producer. 


If you could read their minds 


it would be worth $64,000--less 
taxes—to you. 


Tlie man who thinks up most 


of the agonizing questions is Dr. 
Evans, an erudite former Oxford 
scholar who has applied his wide 
knowledge of many subjects to 
many mediums; lecturing, writ- 
ing books and—currently—serv- 
ing as master of ceremonies on 
the quiz show "Down You Go" 
(Saturdays, CBS-TV). Every Fri- 
day, Evans leaves .the secluded 
calm of his Winnetka, 111., home 
and planes into the phrenetic 


world of New York television. 
. HE BRINGS with him in a 
locked briefcase questions which 
he has worked up in his library. 
In a locked office high above 
Madison Avenue he and Carlin 
sit down and go -jver the ques- 
tions, re-phrasing them for clari- 
ty, tossing away some and revis- 
ing others. 


"Bergan is really an authority 


on nearly everything," says Car- 
lin. 
"He knows a lot about 


physics and zoology, for example, 
but he mostly claims he's not an 
authority on them. So we've gone 
to specialists in certain fields 
and asked them for questions 
which we work into shape. 
I 


couldn't possibly tell you the 
names of those people. They've 
forbidden use of their names. 
They'd be hounded to death." 


When the questions are in 


shape', Carlin destroys all notes 
and personally types out the 
questions, one to a slip of paper 
"It's a pain in the neck," he says 
"and takes up too much time 
but we don't dare lake a chance 
on a leak. 


HE PLACES each question in 


a 
separate envelope, markec 


with a code number, and puts al 
the unsealed envelopes into a 
larger envelope which he seals 
and takes personally to a bank 
vault. At the bank he sits dowi 
at a table facing an assigne 
bank official and goes through 
each envelope to make sure i 
contains the proper question be 
fore sealing it.

CALIFORNIA YESTERDAYS 
Man for Breakfast

f|K)MBSTONE, D o d g e City, 


Deadwood and El Paso are 


famous as the scenes of gaudy 
death, 
mayhem and 
general 


orneriness. Los Angeles and the 
surrounding country have been 
passed up in this regard, for this 
region is considered the home o£ 
the orange, the grapefruit, droll 
Spaniards and messy traffic. Our 
exotic and murderous past has 
been ignored. But Los Angeles 
was once considered the toughest 


iff 
town in the West. 


It was truly mean. As a mat- 


ter of fact, this section contrib- 
uted one mayhem technique that 
has never been duplicated. 


Pistols, 
rifles, 
bowie knives 


and sabers were conventional 
wear in Los Angeles but the 
Californian 
also 
sported 
the 


riata. He found it ideally suited 
for rendering a man helpless. 
One traveler saw a data-operat- 
ing robber in action. 


Although the victim was 20 


feet away, the rcbbar had the 
rope off his saddle horn and 
around his target's neck before 
the witness was aware anything 
happening. It was the usual prac- 
tice to drag the victim to death 
before robbing him. 


In July, 1853, a San Francisco 


paper 
reported 
"Los Angeles 


County affords . . . facilities to 
murderers and robbers and has 
long been to Northern California 
what Texas was formerly to the 
states — a rendezvous for vil- 
lains." No one could quite figure 
why the slatement was so ter- 
ribly true. Perhaps the fact that 
the 
international border 
wils 


close added to its appeal to hard 
cases. Mexicans jumped north 
when the law was behind while 
Californians jumped south. 


VILLAINS were so competent 


here that they did not win the 
reputations of Billy the Kid, the 
Daltons or Soapy Smith. The Los 
Angeles variety was just as bar- 
baric and cunning but they were 
simply commonplace. 


Take Moreno, for instance. A 


badman named Santo shot a 
marshal. A reward was offered 
and posses were sent out. Mo- 
reno caught up with Sarite and 
four members of the gang and 
sent them all to glory- He col-

"UP'OF CAN- 


lected the reward and was con- 
sidered a public benefactor until 
it was later found that Sante 
and the other four were mem- 
bers of Moreno's gang. He had 
made some easy dough by killing 
them off. 


PeterTBiggs was a barber and 


a bad man who died with a knife 
In his back. Peg Leg Smith was 
a competent horse thief and a 
superb liar. He stole horses by 
the thousands. Ricardo Urives 
was described by Horace Bell as 
"A man who could stand more 
shooting and stabbing than the 
average grizzly." 


THE LAW ENFORCEMENT 


authorities were as skillful at 
skullduggery as any of t h e i r 
prisoners—or more so. The early 
jail was a log with shackles at- 
tached. Indians were about the 
only ones chained to it. They 
were very easy to arrest when 
dead drunk, their usual offense. 
Robbers 
and murderers were 


ignored for they were mean to 
handle. 


In 1852 the mayor, marshal 


and jailer of Los Angeles were 
indicted for profiting from their 
city functions. One story tells of 
a robbery victim coming to court 
to swear out a complaint. He 
didn't know who had held him 
up until he saw the judge and 
the district attorney. 


"Them's 
the 
robbers!" 
he 


howled when he saw them. 


In 1854 a visting divine saw 11 


dead men in two weeks. All had 
died violently. On May 30, 1855, 
one newspaper printed the fol- 
lowing list of bodies within two 
weeks: two Indians, two whites 
in El Monte, three horse thieves 
in San Bernardino, one suicide 
and the bones of three men found 
near Santa Barbara. 


Another paper told of a shoot- 


ing and said, "Unfortunately the 
combatants escaped with their 
lives, but killed a fine horse." 


It was a man for breakfast in 


those days.

IT WAS OFTEN HAKD to tell 


the bad man from the good. The 
bad man did not always wear a 
frock coat, black hat and sinister 
expression. He was likely to be a 
good man today and a bad one 
tomorrow. He was simply care- 
less about other people's prop- 
erty and lives and very often 
such carelessness was perfectly 
legal. 


Violence was about the only 


entertainment witnessed by ev- 
eryone. 
Some boat passengers 


were annoyed once to find their 
ship would sail just before a 
hanging. Their keen disappoint- 
ment 
was somewhat 
allayed 


when a newspaper got out a spe-. 
cial edition for the passengers' 
benefit. The paper described the 
hanging with all the gory details 
before it took place. The editor 
didn't want the passengers to be 
disappointed with California. 


There were vigilante activities 


and a slate-sponsored g r o u p of 
enforcers called the Rangers who 
seemed to spend most of their 
time riding madly from ranch to 
ranch sampling liquor. 


The scoundrels were not wiped 


out by an Earp or a Ben Wil- 
liams.-They disappeared with the 
settlement of Southern Califor- 
nia As a lifer in an eastern pen 
said when he was in his 80s, 
"The quality of the men they 
bring in this here place amt 
near so good like when, I was a 
boy."

SOUTHLAND HOMES 
Beachside Apartment

N ATMOSPHERE of q u i e t 
d i g n i t y characterizes the 


Garden House apartment of Mr, 
and Mrs. Wayne Stewart. 2125 
E. Ocean Blvd. 


The feeling of refinement and 


relaxation so abounding in this 
apartment home is more than 
mere product of style, finance or 
deliberate decorative effect. Mr. 
and Mrs. Stewart have wisely let 
their personalities and way of 
life dictate the ultimate charac- 
ter of their home with the re- 
• suit that it is absolutely perfect 


for their needs. 


First of all, the Stewarts — 


having raised their family and 
outgrown the need for a large 
home — have pared maintenance 
responsibilities to a minimum, 


granting them the time for lei- 
sure and the pursuit of hobbies 
and interests their former husy 
life denied. And their fashion- 
able beach-front apartment won- 
derfully reflects this newly ob- 
tained tranquility.

Because the Stewarts lived for 


many years in Hawaii, much of 
the apartment's decor is remini- 
scent of the tropics.

Undoubtedly the m o s t out- 


standing feature of the e n t i r e 
layout is Mrs. Stewart's balcony 
garden. 
Typically Japanese in 


styling, this miniature landscap- 
ing effect is at once exotic, pre- 
cise and marvelously suited for 
such a small planting area. 


The balcony, onto which opens^ 


the dining room and living room 
by means of large sliding glass 
doors, is a little over 10 feet 
wide. -It is t e r m i n a t e d by a 
three-foot antiqued redwood wall 
atop w h i c h grows a lush vine 
that visually creates a feeling 
of even greater wall height.

pines, azaleas and moss to give 
added form to the composition. 


These birds, tall and stately, 


have weathered to a natural pa- 
tina. Here, again, the contrast 
between metal and n a t u r a l 
greenery is as interesting as is 
the complement of white gravel 
to foliage. 


The final O r i e n t a l fillip is 


found in the square granite gar- 
den lantern that stands on a 
small mound of volcanic rock, the 
crevices of which are ingrown 
with moss. 


A last look at the g a r d e n 


through the beautifully draped 
glass living room doors attracts 
the eye to a delicate, yet weath- 
er-sturdy bamboo bird cage that 
hangs suspended from the egg- 
crate latticing. It swings gently 
in the breeze when the bamboo 
blinds are rolled up from the 
low garden wall to the overhang. 
With the blinds down and the 
breeze uninvited, the little cage 
is still. Either way, it is a com- 
pletely charming touch to this 
unusual balcony garden! 


From the garden, it is interest- 


ing to see the manner in which 
the Oriental feeling is carried 
into the interior of the apart- 
ment without any reliance on the 
more obvious, commercial sort of 
"Chinese modern" type of acces- 
sory. 


A magnificent Oriental rug- 


owned by the Stewarts for many 
years adds a richness in color, 
texture and design that a more 


contemporary rug w o u l d find 
hard to match. 


^Borrowing its coral shade from 


the rug is the leather upholstery 
on a deep-seated lounge chair. A 
soft coral fabric was used for the 
covering on a comfortable chaise 
situated so ..that one may relax 
near the glass window wall and 
enjoy a vista of the garden out- 
side. Pale turquoise throw pil- 
lows are banked on the chaise, 
while coral and ice green pillows 
ornament the oversized, button- 
tufted sofa in soft sand fabric. 


The floor-to-ceiling draperies 


for the glass doors are a soft 
sage green, duplicating the sage 
walls. A handsome Celadon lamp 
(a pale frceen highly glazed ware 
with white overlaid figures simi- 
lar to Wedgewood) dictated the 
choice of covering for a button- 
back o c c a s i o n a l chair uphol- 
stered in Celadon green velvet. 


OVER THE SOFA han-gs a

The dining room, which also 


enjoys an intimate view of the 
garden, is furnished with a small 
round mahogany table and chairs. 
W i n d o w s over a long and low 
built-in buffet presented a cur- 
taining problem, so Mrs. Stewart 
placed a f o l d i n g shoji screen 
across the top of the buffet. In

WRONG? 


Billy the Kid, by all accounts of 
historians, was shot down by 
Sheriff Pat Garrett in Fort Sum- 
ner, N. M., in 1881, But in 1950, 
while living in Florida, an attor- 
ney named William V. Morrison 
came upon evidence that the 
bandit might still be alive. Being 
a student of history of the South- 
west, Morrison hurried to Texas 
to interview Brushy Bill Roberts 
who, 
"wanting to die a free 


man," petitioned the governor of 
New Mexico to be pardoned for 
crimes charged against the Kid. 


Although Brushy Bill got no- 


where at the governor's hearing, 
Morrison took him to the old 
haunts where the Kid made his- 
tory. He was amazed that, after 
70 years, the old man followed 
the Kid's trail almost unerringly, 
identified places and names. Old 
men who had known the Kid 
intimately identified Brushy Bill 
as the outlaw and signed affi- 
davits to that effect.

It has been four years since a 


Boyington fracas made headlines. 
He has now joined the do-it-your- 
self home fixing brigade and says 
he'll leave flying to the younger 
generation. 


In particular 
ho hopes his 


strapping son will be in the first 
class at the new Air Force Acad- 
emy. Young Gregory, 20, auto- 
matically gets an appointment lo 
a service school since his father 
wears the Medal of Honor. 


Boyington, now 42, says he 


hasn't "done any flying to speak 
of" in recent years. He's a sales- 
man for a brewery and until re- 
cently a part-time wrestling ref- 
eree. 


As commanding officer of the 


Marines' Black Sheep Squadron, 
Boyington wrote a fiery chapter 
in aerial combat over the Solo- 
mons. 
The barrel-chested 
flier 


had quit the Marines once to' 
go with the Flying Tigers and 
then returned to the service after 
the Tigers disbanded. 


His squadron was formed of re- 


placements and extras from other 
units, herice the Black 
Sheep 


title. But Boyington, known as 
Pappy since at 31 he was an elder 
llier, molded the group into one 
of the war's most effective units. 


BOYINGTON loved a fight and 


a party. 
In three ' months he 


knocked 19 Japanese planes out

of the skies. 
He'd curse the 


enemy, daring him into combat 
and taking on all comers. Then 
on Jan. 3, 1944, after shopting 
down his 26th Japanese plane, 
Boyington w a s hit. Severely 
wounded, he managed to para- 
chute before his plane hit the 
water. A Jap submarine picked 
him up and the fighting was over 
for Pappy. Twenty months later 
he was freed from a prison camp 
and returned home to receive the 
Navy Cross and the nation's high- 
est award, the Medal of Honor.

wounds, Boyington had a tough 
time settling down. 
His mar- 


riage 
to the former actress 


Frances Baker after he jilted an- 
other woman was widely publi- 
cizeed; two traffic accidents cost 
him heavily; and he was arrest- 
ed a couple of times for over- 
imbibing. 


Boyington says he missed Hy- 


ing right after the war but "as 


"lime went on and interest in my 


job increased I didn't miss it so 
much." 


'He tried his hand at referring, 


since he'd been a college wres- 
tler. 


"I could spend about three eve- 


nings a week at it, have a hobby, 
get exercise, fun and pick up 
some dough. Then arenas began 
closing and they'd chase you from 
San Diego to Bakersfield for jobs 
and there wasn't much money so 
1 quit." 


He became a do-it-yourself en- 


thusiast and says: 


"I've owned two homes since 


the war and I've fixed them both 
up, even added rooms. I'm get- 
ting a kick out of that. Migh 
even become a contractor after 
I get the kids through school."

who personally places the en- 
velopes in the vault, never sees 
the questions. 


"One of our nightmares is that 


Hal March, the master of cere- 
monies, will open an envelope on 
the i show and find the wrong 
question 
inside," Carlin says. 


"That's why I double-check. Un- 
der this careful system we now 
know that a leak could come 
from only three sources—Evans, 
the bank official and myself. So 
we aren't worried. All of us know 
it would be the death of the 
show if there ever were any 
leaking of information." 


There are 24 categories of 


questions. To attain 
the top 


$64,000 prize—a feat 'no one nas 
yet performed—one would have 
to answer 11 questions correctly. 
Carlin and Evans keep two sets 
of 11 questions for each category 
in the vault. 


WHEN THE TWO decided to 


place the category of the Bible 
in the quiz, for example, Evans 
—an authority on biblical litera- 
ture — drew up 100 questions 
which they 
studied carefully. 


They decided that once a con- 
testant rose above the $8,000 
question it was much too diffi- 
cult to have only one answer to 
a question, and they developed 
the idea of two and three-part 
related questions. 


"We knew we could knock off 


any contestant if we wanted to 
be wise guys," Carlin says. "We 
might, for instance, ask 
the 


name of Noah's father-in-law. A 
contestant 
might 
have a pro- 


found knowledge of 'the 
Bible 


and not know some obscure fact. 
So the idea of the questions in 
related parts is to give a fair 
p i c l u r e of the contestants 
knowledge."

Camp Hill, Pa., grandmother, 
rose to $32,000 on the category 
of the Bible, you recall, before 
retiring from the contest. 


How did she happen to be 


picked? Carlin will show you her 
telta: of application for the con- 
test, with picture attached. The 
letter and the picture had a sin- 
cerity'that were-just what we 
were looking for on the shows, 
he says. 


THEN THERE was an Indiana 


school teacher who won $8,000 
and quit in the category of men 
named Sam. How did that cate- 
gory happen onto the show? 
'"Bergan and I were working 
over questions on American his- 
tory " Carlin explains, "when we 
remarked on the number-of: his- 
torical figures named Sam. Then 
he began mentioning the name in 
literature and other fieids-and 
suddenly we realized we had a 
new category."

If any are bad and 


should be discarded — out they 
go, pronto. 
(Don't clutter up 


your collection with pictures for 
which you must apologize.) Next, 
duplicates, related groups and se- 
quences are gathered together. 
From duplicates and similar pic- 
tures, s e l e c t the best ones for 
permanent filing. 
(In my case, 


the others are put aside to be 
mailed later to my son and his 
family. It's a good way to keep 
a pictorial link between members 
of a family who are miles apart.) 


The slides for permanent fil- 


ing get the color tabs. 
All re- 


lated pictures in a group get the 
same color in the same area on 
the slide. You can add a second 
color to refer to a related sub- 
group. 
Then if the slides get 


! scattered during hand viewing, 


the same groups can be assem-

Lastly come my blue ribbon 


selections. 
These are the pic- 


* tures I believe are best, the ones 


I wouldn't mind showing to visi- 
tors. Each of these gets a blue 
tab at the right hand, top corner. 
At any time in the future, I'm 
prepared to s h o w my favorite 
pictures of any event without 
much time searching for them. 


MY STEREO slides are filed in 


a six-drawer cabinet. On hectic 
occasions, drawers have been up- 
set and all the slides mixed up. 
Now each drawer has its own 
color tab and the slides that be- 
long in it have corresponding 
color tabs. This color code can 
be put on the sides or bottom of 
the slide if it is felt Ihat it might 
be mistaken for the subject mat- 
ter designation. 


A good m a n y fans now file 


their 35-mm slides in the projec- 
tor magazines or trays for auto- 
matic or semiautomatic opera- 
tion. 
This eliminates some of 


the necessity for color coding of 
related groups or s e q u e n c e s . 
However, you can still use a blue 
tab to .indicate the preferred pic- 
tures of each magazine for spe- 
cial showing when t h e r e isn't 
time or necessity to show all the 
pictures.

IENNIALS have a different 
growth cycle in comparison 


to annuals and perennials. They 
are a group of plants that put 
out their foliage one year, bloom 
the next, then usually die. 


So you must plant their seed 


each year, unless the plants self- 
sow. 


Some of the showiest and 


most colorful flowers are bien- 
nials. Gay, gypsy-colored Sweet 
Williams, stately foxglove and 
hollyhocks, 
handsome Canter- 


bury Bells, dainty violas, sweet- 
scented evening primroses, all 
are biennials. 


Many gardeners do not know 


these beloved and beautiful flow- 
ers have this two-year cycle. 
That is why some o£ these hand- 
some flowers aren't seen more 
often in gardens. 


The seed is not started at the 


right time. 


Now is seed-sowing time for 


biennials because this is the time 
nature does it. Usually, the first 
seeds to ripen fall out in July. 
I£ the ground is moist the seeds 
will start their growing cycle 
right then. 


USUALLY 10 months is re- 


quired after sowing seeds to 
store up the thick fleshy roots 
that"will produce the glorious 
floral display the following year. 


You can sow the seed either in 


a flat, small pots or directly into 
the ground if you take care to 
keep the bed from drying out. 
July is usually just plain hot, so 
it's better to sow seeds in flats 
or pots in a place protected from 
the sun. 


Barely cover the seeds, partic- 


ularly foxglove.. Keep the soil 
moist and shaded with newspa- 
pers or burlap until the little 
plants are up. Then transplant 
to the garden bed in early fall. 
Cover the seedlings with news- 
papers for a few days after 
transplanting. An excellent me- 
dium for growing seeds is Vermi- 
culite, used alone or mixed with 
sand. 


Sweet William, Dianthus bar- 


butus, is not seen in gardens as 
much as it deserves. Few flow- 
ers produce such bright colored 
trusses of fragrant flowers all 
through spring and summer. The 
flowers are good for bouquets 
and they last well. Don't pass 
them up this year. From one 
packet of mixed seed, you will 
receive a most exciting surprise 
—a brilliant selection of unusual 
combinations 
of 
deep pinks, 


coral, 
rose, 
lavender, snowy 


white, scarlet and deep red. Al- 
most like a patchwork quilt. For 
continuous 
bloom, 
keep 
the 


showy flowers cut. The plants 
prefer a rather light soil, with 
plenty of moisture during the 
blooming season. 


FEW FLOWERS lend such a 


touch of elegance to the garden 
as 
foxgloves, digitalis. 
From 


June 
to September the tall 


stately spires of colorful invert- 
ed bells crown slender four to 
six foot stems that rise from 
massive basal rosettes of luxuri- 
ant dark green foliage. 


The plants make a striking 


background 
flower 
for 
semi- 


shady beds beneath tall trees or 
amid ferns and fuchsias. 
They 


require little care but like plenty 
of water and a well fertilized 
soil, rich in leaf mold.

The glory of Canterbury, Bells 


Is traditional, especially the va- 
riety called the Cup-and-Saucer 


Good drainage is a ^'must" for 


the plants. Scratch a little lime 
around the plants to intensify 
the vivid colorings. 


AT TWILIGHT, the evening 


primrose, Oenothera, turns on its 
full 
charm. 
Then the large 


lemon-yellow blossoms expand 
and send their sweet perfume 


across a summer garden. 
The 


large plants thrive in full sun, 
require no care, grow four to six 
feet tall, with loose spreading 
stems. 


No flower can quite replace 


hollyhocks. They are 
effective 


against a fence or garden wall 
and lend dignity to the back of a 
flower bed. 


Plants do best when the seed 


is sown directly into the gar- 
den bed. The plants reach up 
six to 12 feet, bloom all through 
May and June. Try not to water 
the flowers when watering.

JkNE of the most controversial 


issues in gardening circles 


is when to prune . . . and how 
much. 
Professional 
gardeners 


seem to have their own personal 
beliefs about pruning; and the 
amateur gardener, unfortunately, 
thinks that pruning is synony- 
mous with going on a whacking 
spree with his favorite pair of 
pruning shears. 


There is really nothing very 


complicated about pruning. In 
fact, it is one of the most sensi- 
ble procedures in 
gardening. 


Simply stated, pruning consists 
largely of removing those parts 
of a plant that are considered 
superfluous. Pruning,- when you 
are through with it, produces 
certain conditions that benefit 
both the health and looks of the 
plant. 


Removing . dead or diseased 


wood is definitely a part of prun- 
ing. There should be no argu- 
ment on this point.' Once these 
members are removed the plant 
will 
look 
much better 
and 


chances of the disease spreading 
will be minimized. 


PRUNING encourages new 


growth and the point to learn 
toe is that this new growth can 
be developed along the lines you 
wish. 
Roses, for example, are

GARDEN TITS FOR THE 


WEEK: Winter or early flower- 
ing sweet peas should be plant- 
ed now. 


Plant perennial flower seed if 


you want them to bloom next 
year. 
Sow seed now for del- 


phinium, pentstemon, sweet wil- 
liam, columbine and coreopsis. 


Disbud exhibition chrysanthe- 


mums if large flowers are de- 
sired. Watch for black aphids. 
Fertilize at frequent 
intervals 


with fish emulsion, or other suit- 
able fertilizer. 


Crabgrass in lawns can be 


killed by certain chemicals with- 
out permanent damage to the 
lawn. 


usually pruned to an outside bud 
to encourage laterals to grow in 
that direction. Pruning to a"h 
inside bud would divert new 
canes towards the center of the 
plant. 


Pruning also produces very 


definite effects on flower produc- 
tion. Specimens that are pruned 
back rather heavily (especially 
true of deciduous stock) usually 
flower with greater force the- 
following season. 


Periodic removal of flower 


heads is also a part of your prun- 
ing program. This step aids in 
maintaining flower production at 
high level. Allowing seed 
to 


form taxes a plant's strength 
and consumes energy that other- 
wise would be directed towards 
producing more blooms. 


Generally speaking, p l a n t s 


should be pruned after their 
flowering period. Shrubs that 
flowered this summer can be cut 
back 
in the 
fall. Evergreen 


shrubs in this area react favor- 
ably to being pruned at almost 
any time. 


Hedges should be trimmed 


whenever required to preserve a 
neat 
and 
clean 
appearance. 


HIBISCUS PLANTS are often 


ruined by faulty pruning. It is 
advisable to leave the plants 
alone for the first four or five 
years of growth. During this pe- 
riod they seem to hold a fairly 
compact shape. After this sensi- 
ble pruning will be required. 


It is best to prune the hibiscus 


over a period .of time. 
Three 


separate pruning treatments dur- 
ing the year are recommended. 
Remove the larger 
branches 


back to about one-third of their 
former length. 


Abelia grandiflora is another 


common plant often abused by 
poor pruning. This ornamental 
is best pruned during the. win- 
ter when it tends to go dor- 
mant 


Camellias are more or less 


self-pruning. 
Plants that grow 


excessively in one direction 
should be shaped up. Otherwise, 
very little cutting need be done.

Since he is essentially carnivor- 


ous, much of a cat's food should 
consist of meat. It need not be of 
finest quality, but it must not be 
spoiled or offered in a chilled 
form. 
Raw beef, cut fine or 


minced, cooked lamb, mutton, 
chicken or fish, are good. Too 
much fish, however, will make 
the-cat fat and lazy. Do not give 
chicken or fish bones. 


Other good foods include non- 


starchy 
vegetables, 
raw egg, 


cereal, bread and milk, and good 
canned cat food. Puppy granular 
meal mixed with meat or fish 
supplies roughage.

THE CAT needs a bowl of 


fresh water handy, and he likes 
some green food now and then. 
If permitted outside, a cat will 
nibble on grass, the juices of 
which aid digestion. 


Very young kittens should be 


fed little but often, and milk 
should be a main part of the diet 
until the pet is 6 months old. 


Provide a bed free from damp 


and cold, and handle the cat 
gently. 
If picked up, his body 


should be supported with one 
hand. 


Cats are clean animals, easily 


housebroken to a fine dry ma- 
terial, sand being preferred to 
dirt. A deodorizing product can 
be purchased from a pet store. 


If your cat neglects his ap- 


pearance, he is probably ailing. 
Other signs of trouble include 
furred tongue, foul breath, wa- 
tery eyes, lack of appetite (cats 
'are never voracious eaters), poor 
elimination.

Beats Deadline of 
Treaty by Month 
MOSCOW (Sunday) (AP) 


— The Soviet Union today 
ordered its 44,000 occupation 
troops withdrawn from Aus- 
tria by Oct 1 and announced 
Russian armed forces woyld 
be reduced by that number. 


Defense Minister Marshal Zhu- 


kov in an order of the day thus 
implemented, so far as Russia 
was concerned, a Soviet proposal 
made at the Big Four summit 
conference in Geneva, This pro- 
posal was to demobilize troops 
of the four occupation powers 
when they • are evacuated from 
Austria. 
, 


The Soviet order came just 


four days after the treaty re- 
storing Austrian independence 
went Into effect. It means Aus- 
tria will be free of Russian 
troops for the first time In 
more than 10 years. 
The treaty signed May 15 by 


Russia, Britain, France and the 
United States called for with- 
drawal of all occupation troops 
within 90 days after final ratifi- 
cation. 


* • * « 


THE SOVIET OKDER there- 


fore proposes to beat the dead- 
line by about a month. 


The other three powers al- 


ready are in the preliminary 
process of winding up their mili- 
tary affairs in Austria. 


Zhukov's order called for 


the return ot Soviet soldiers to 
the Soviet Union. This Indicat- 
ed they would not be stationed 
on the soil of such Russian 
allies as Hungary, Romania or 
Czechoslovakia. 
-It said the Soviet Army would 


be reduced by the number of 
troops being withdrawn from 
Austria. There are about 70,000 
foreign troops in Austria, 44,000 
of them Russian.

ZHUKOV IN COMMENT on 


the Soviet action in cutting down 
its armed forces by the number 
it is withdrawing from Austria 
said it was "another manifesta- 
tion of the peaceful policy of the 
USSR."

wives have any idea of what their positions would be 
should they be left widows. The result is unnecessary 
heartaches and suiiering are caused.

It should be filled out at different periods as people 
grow older and their finances and responsibilities 
change.

The chart, when filled out, will show the monthly 


family expenses if the breadwinner is not there. It will 
take some realistic and unpleasant thinking to reach a 
conclusion. But it is far better to do that thinking and 
planning now rather than wait until the day when the 
wife may have to do it alone. 


Next on the chart is the estimate of what the family 


income will be with the husband gone. This will include 
Social Security, if the wile is past 55, or for dependent 
children if she is not that age. It will include life insur- 
ance and it should be decided on what basis that in- 
surance is to be paid. Your life insurance agent should 
be called in to carefully explain the various options, so 
the insurance can be fitted into the plan. The chart 
when filled out will show where and how much the 
family bank accounts amount to—and what debts must 
be paid from these assets.

It is estimated very few wives know what it costs 


to operate the family today. The article, therefore, sug- 
gests that careful records be kept for several months. 
The wife should be required to handle all the finances 
for a prolonged period. It is true most wives run the 
household, but in many cases the husband pays ex- 
penses/ such as taxes, new car purchases, insurance 
payments and other expenditures outside of the funds 
under control of the wife. Where this practice is fol- 
lowed the wife has little idea what the total costs* are 
or where the money goes. 


The chart includes spaces for listing savings bonds 


— life insurance — other securities — real estqte docu- 
ments and other records. It shows their value—and 
where they are located. It lists the will, which very few 
heads of families have prepared or kept up to date.

Above all, the wife and husband should discuss 


who she could turn to in the event the husband is taken 
away. Who among their friends or business associates 
can she turn to for advice? Which attorney will handle 
the estate? Should they put all their assets in a trust 
with their bank—or is the wife well enough informed 
and capable of investing anything left to her? 


Most of us would rather duck unpleasant subjects 


than face them. 
Men who plan insurance on their 


houses, cars or stores are careless about planning for 
their dearest possession—their families. It is probable the 
greatest tragedies of our society are caused by this 
lack of foresight by men who would never be so short- 
sighted in planning for themselves. In the Changing 
Times' chart—iree for the asking—will be found a plan 
that will bring both husband and wife greater comfort 
if they will only use it.—L.A.C.

Suzue Lives With Bomb Scars 


DARIEN, Conn. (AP) — That morning in Hiroshima 


was clear and sunny. At 8 a.m., when the girls gathered 
at the Kyo.bashi River Bridge to Hijiyama Park it prom- 
ised to be a'scorcher. 


There was Suzue Oshima, 13 years old and pretty, with smooth 


ivory skin, delicate features and thick bangs cut straight across 
her forehead.. There was Misako Kannabe, a lively 14-year-old: 
There were others, all high school'girls. 
They didn't giggle rauch, Suzue recalls now. Even as young as 


they were, they knew war was grim business. It had started when 
she was 9, and sometimes it seemed all she could remember. 


Suzue remembers that people 


In Hiroshima were getting jit- 
tery.

Late Effects of Blast 
Reported in U.S. Survey 


TOKYO (#>) The U. S. Atomic Bomb Casualty Commission 


(ABCC) has been making surveys among Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki survivors—and their childreij—to detect any late effects 
of atomic radiation. 


, Here's what it found: 


1 Leukemia: A total of 103 cases in the past five years 


among approximately 200,000 exposed survivors of the. two A- 
blasts Most of the cases were among those within 2,200 yards 
! of the blasts. Although this is a 10 to 20-fold increase over 
i incidence among those not^ exposed, the officials point out? 103 


is still numerically small. 


2. Cataract-like conditions of the eye: Incidence "definitely 


increased" among persons exposed to radiation. Officials say 
these spots are small, and so far no case reported has resulted 
in blindness. The ABCC doesn't have exact figures for the two 
cities, but last March it reported 41 per cent of the people 
within 2,200 yards of the blasts developed the spots while a 
non-exposed group showed only 8 per cent. 


3. Babies: The March report said that 185 pregnant women 


survived the Hiroshima blast to bear chUdren. Only eight of 
the children showed signs of damage: Heads slightly smaller 
than normal and "some degree of mental retardation. Some 
of the mothers of those eight have since produced completely 
normal offspring.

10 feet across when first noted last week, widened int 
a 50-foot crevasse for a quarter mile, nearly the fu 
width of the glacier. 


Three main jivulets spill 1,000 cracking of the glaciers is viewe 


feet down the concave slope of j with apprehension. 
the mountain, which probably 
was gouged out by the great- 
grandfather of the Konwakiton 
Glacier during the Ice Age. These 
rivulets join into one stream 
near the brink of a sheer cliff, 
shoot straight out into space and 
drop 100 feet as a roaring water- 
fall, only to disappear into the 
mountain. The water appears as 
Mud Creek, thousands of feet 
down at the base o£ the moun- 
tain.

BOTH HORIZONTAL and ver- 


tical cracks are forming in Kon- 
wakiton. As millions of tons of 
ice grind downward, huge, weird 
pillars are reared. 


These cracks are not as big nor 


serious as the ones which brought 
the disastrous mud flow "in Mud 
Creek of 1924. Then, boulders 
were floated for miles in a river 
of mud, which closed the high- 
way to McCloud and cut off'the 
water supply of the town. 


Several times since, notably in 


1926, 
1928 and 1934, mud flows 


resulted which caused damage 
and created a devastated area 
below Mud Creek Canyon.

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EDITORIAL 
Better Autos, but 
Same Old Brains 


WERE you around in 1909? 


If so, perhaps you remember that was the year 


you thumbed the pages of the Sears, Roebuck catalogue 
and discovered that you could get by mail order, not 
only thimbles, cream separators, sewing machines, un- 
derwear and jewelry, but also an automobile! 


That year they called it the "Sears' Motor Buggy"— 


but in 1910 they went high hat and called it "Sears' 
Automobile." 


It was made in Chicago. It weighed 1,000 pounds. 


It got 25 miles to the gallon, had four full elliptical 
springs, resilient hard rubber tires, and two mufflers 
to deaden the exhaust Furthermore, it was guaranteed 


, to run (as well as any other automobile) and the cata- 


logue stated, "You can learn how to'operate from our 
instruction book in 30 minutes, and no mechanical ex- 
perience is necessary to learn." 


Quaint? Boy, howdy! 
Things have changed in automobiles. -That is, most 


things. 


Here's something else that may sound quaint to some 


folks. Back in 1901, eight years before Sears, Roebuck' 
catalogue finally agreed there must be something to 
those motor buggies, a publication called the Automobile 
Magazine quoted a brain specialist, Dr. Winslow Forbes, 
in regard to speed, and the human brain. Said Dr. 
Forbes: 


"When these racing motor cars .reach a speed of 80 


miles per hour, they must drive themselves, for no 
human brain is capable of dealing with all the emer- 
gencies that may arise should that be maintained for 
any period worth thinking of. The human animal is not 
designed to travel SO miles an hour; neither the human 
brain nor the human eye can keep pace with it." 


Quaint? 
•Maybe we can smile a superior little smile at those 


1909 motor buggies. 


But one Dr. Winslow Forbes knew what he was talk- 


ing about. If anything, his 80 m.p.h. figure was compli- 
mentary to the human brain. 


• 
And if you don't believe that, go and look in some 


of the metal junk heaps, which are simply littered with 
the remains of automobiles whose drivers couldn't keep 
up with them even at 60 or 70 m.p.h. While you're at it, 
take a pick at the automobile accident fatality records, 
which are what they are mainly because American 
motorists have feet heavier than .their brains. 


Dr. Forbes wasn't quaint. He was prophetic. 
Cars are getting better. Motorists are about as 


dumb as ever.

attack-and-cre- 
ate • - issues —

hoot at 


the thought. 


But 
Eisen- 


hower already 
has established 
a 
remarkable 


political record 
in his first 30 
months in the White House. 
Perhaps at this point a defini- 
tion

politician 


might be in order: 


He's a man who manages 


to 
stay immensely popular 


while getting done as much as 
possible of what he wants 
while avoiding any personal 
animosities which might get in 
the way of what he wants. 


Public opinion polls show 


Ike has retained an extremely 
high personal popularity. . 


EISENHOWER 


A-number of reasons can be 


suggested for his popularity: 
he went into office with great 
prestige and great public es- 
teem and he has done nothing 
by his tactics to forfeit it. 


A personal attack is one of 


the best ways to force people 
to choose up sides—for or 
against you—and Eisenhower 
has made personal attacks on 
no one. 


He managed to get an end 


to the fighting in Korea, as 
promised. 
He has 
steered 


clear of threats he couldn't 
fulfill. 
It was Secretary of 


State Dulles, not Eisenhower, 
who startled the world with 
talk of massive retaliation. 


The President has carefully 


followed a moderate course. As 
an example: if since 1953 he 
had been extreme in his criti- 
cism of the Russian leadership, 
it might have been impossible 
for him to meet with the 
Kremlin men in Geneva where 
they established a relationship 
which may do the world good. 


And, as for 
dealing - with 


Congress where the Democrats 
should have been his natural 
political foes, lying in wait for 
him, it has been almost as if 
he followed this philosophy: 


"I have a number of pro- 


grams I want passed. I could 
fight vigorously for each one 
of them and look like an ag- 
gressive leader. But I won't 
get everything I want anyway.

This gives some idea of how 


important B r o w n is to the 
party. He is the only Democrat 
who won statewide office in 
the 1954 elections. Not only 
that, but in the 1954 primaries, 
when'double nominations were 
mighty scarce, Brown c a m e 
through with both the Republi- 
can and 'Democratic nomina- 
t i o n s for attorney general. 


This may have been partly 
attributable to weakness of 
the Republican candidate, but 
nevertheless it contributes to 
Brown's prestige. 


Sen. Kuchel was elected in 


1954 to fill out an unexplred 
term. He was first appointed 
by former Gov. Earl Warren to 
the vacancy created by Rich- 
ard Nixon when Xbcon became 
vice president. At the next 
election, in 1951, he was re- 
quired to run for the office, 
and two years later must do it 
again. 


Kuchel has been building 


prestige on his own account, 
of course, and should prove a 
formidable contender for"re- 
election in 1956. Sam Yorty, 
Democrat who ran unsuccess- 
fully against him in 1954, is a 
possibility as a candidate for 
another try, but Kimball, at 
least, seemed to prefer Brown 
as the man to carry the Demo- 
cratic colors against Kuchel. 


Brown's term as attorney 


general doesn't expire u n t i l 
1958, so he could stay in that 


• office while making the race 
for Senator. If he lost, he 
would still be attorney general. 


Brown is confronted w i t h 


another possibility — that of 
running for governor in 195S. 


Some Democrats, restless over 
the steady hold the Republi- 
cans have had on the governor- 
ship for many years; are 
thinking that the party had 
b e t t e r groom its strongest 
man for an effort to seize the 
top state executive job in 1958. 
Republican Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight seems certain to be a 
candidate f o r reelection, 
in 1958 and is steadily building- 
his fences. Nothing but the; 
mightiest effort behind the... 
strongest man would be likely 
to threaten Knight 


Brown, of course, could try 


for the senatorshlp next year 
and, failing there, could make 
the gubernatorial bid in 1956. 
But because such a defeat 
might be harmful to his pres- 
tige, he might not want to take 
the chancp. If he really has his 
eye on the governorship, he 
might prefer to bide his time in 
1956, possibly heading the 
i party convention delegation as 
one way to build up power. 


Thus, it appears some deli- 


cate decisions lie ahead of the 
attorney general. And his pros- 
pects and plans are one of the . 
principal subjects of political 
speculation in the state as the 
crucial election year of 1956 
approaches.

Saturday 10 hours after his auto- 
mobile ran over his wife, Wil- 
loughby, and killed her after an 
attempted theft of gasoline from 
a concrete mixing plant in near- 
by Hagrison. The Murphys have 
10 children. 


Murphy, who wrecked his auto- 


mobile a few minutes after run- 
ning over his wife, had bullet 
holes in his left hand, a possible 
shoulder fracture and face cuts. 


He has been on probation in con- 
nection with a slaying here in 
1952. 
Frank Roudebush, co-owner of 


the concrete plant, said he was' 
watching the plant because of 
repeated thefts of gasoline and 
found Murphy with three iive- 
gallon cans and a siphon hose. 


He said he was holding the 


pair at gunpoint while Omer 
Clark, his partner, called police. 
The man, he declared, suddenly 
started his car and the woman, 


aged about 40, attacked him with 
a beer bottle. Roudebush said he 
fired at the man and shoved the 
woman-into the path of the auto- 
mobile. 


"He ran over her and kept on 


going," Roudebush said. 


A few minutes later, the car 


hit a telephone -pole, tore down 
40 feet of fence and crashed into 
the side of a house. The man 
fled on foot. 
x 


Mrs. Murphy was identified 


several hours later and then her 
husband surrendered. 


Police said that when they 


asked him if he knew he ran over 
his wife, he said, "No, I was 
crazy drunk. I didn't know I ran 
over anything," 


Police records showed that 


Murphy pleaded guilty in 1952 
to manslaughter in the fatal 
shooting of Pascal Collins, here, 
after an argument in a cafe. He 
was placed on probation.

husky steel company executive, gives away a pint of 
rare RH Negative blood each week. He does it to'stay 
alive. 


Ross has hemachromatosis. His blood plant manufactures 


about eight times the iron content a human being needs and 
stores it in Ross" liver. 


Doctors at Cleveland Clinic spotted the trouble. "They found 


my liver loaded with iron," says Ross. "It was almost clanking." 


The doctors finally hit upon the formula Ross uses to fight 


off the possibility of fatal complications: A pint a.week. 


He's become known at Washington Hospital as the Iron Man 


and the RH Negative Service Station. 


ROSS DOESN'T TAKE PAY for his blood. Once he get up 


at 2 a. m., drove to Morgantown, W. Va., and gave some of 
his rare blood to an ailing woman. 
But about every three weeks Ross needs a transfusion him- 


self. The weekly drainings reduce his white cell count as well 
as the iron content. So, he gets occasional half-pint transfusions 
of just white cells.

One of the secrets of good 


defense is to look ahead.

your normal plan will help de- 
clarer, switch to something 
else. If you see that declarer 
will walk into your parlor, do 
nothing to discourage him. 
These principles are illustrated 
in today's hand. 


West opened the jack of 


hearts, holding the trick. West 
saw that a heart continuation 
would net another trick if 
South still had a low heart, 
but he also saw that this 
would permit declarer to ruff 
a low heart later and thus 
drop the ace. South could 
eventually get back to dummy 
with a trump or a club to take 
a discard on the king of hearts. 


West also saw that declarer

high diamond to the ace if left 
to his own devices. 
Hence 


West didn't dream of leading 
the blank ace of diamonds. 
Instead, he shifted at 
the 


second trick to a low trump. 


Declarer welcomed this shift 


eagerly. 
He played a low 


trump from the dummy and 
took East's queen with the 
king of trumps. He next led a 
trump to dummy's jack and 
returned a diamond toward his 
own hand. East played low, 
and South finessed the jack. 


West took the ace of dia- 


monds and decided that the 
time had come to lead another 
heart. 
East won with the 


queen of hearts and returned 
the queen of diamonds, sus- 
pecting the actual situation in 
that suit. South covered with 
the king of diamonds, natur- 
ally enough, and West ruffed. 


West then led the nine of 


spades to get out of his hand 
safely. South could make five 
spades and dummy's ace of 
clubs, but that still left him 
two tricks short of his con- 
tract. 


The chances are that South 


would make his contract if 
West led a second heart at the 
second trick. West would not 
get the diamond ruff, 
and 


South would have time to set 
up the king of hearts for a 
discard. There would thus be 
a difference of two tricks in 
declarer's favor.

Health-Loving Tender Care

The doctor sighed, turned to the nurse who had brought this 


•child to his office and said, "There is nothing that I can find 
wrong with this child's physical condition, and the only pre- 
scription I can give you is L.T.C. It cannot be had at the drug 
store. It costs no money, for you cannot buy it It can only be 
given and the dose is as large as you can make it." 


The nurse opened her eyes 


wide and said, "But what can 
that be? He has everything 
a child can want: toys, picture 
books, the best food, and I 
take care of him." 


"Where is his mother?" 
"Well . . . that's really— 


that's something—well, she is 
not with him. They are sep- 
arated and I have care of the 
child for the present 
until 


things are settled." 


"I see, and the prescription 


I have given you is the only 
one that can help him until 
matters have been settled, as 
you say. All this child needs 
is loving, tender care. He is 
longing for his mother and his 
father. 
He needs their pres- 


ence and their love. 
Mean- 


while you will have to try to 
make up for what he is miss- 
ing." 
"He won't eat; he won't 


play; he just sits and looks 
out of the window without see- 
ing anything. Wouldn't a tonic 
help?" 
There is little anyone can do 


to restore the 
once-buoyant 


spirit of a child whose parents 
went separate ways and left 
him to the nurse, to the 
boarding schoolteachers, per- 
haps to live with utter strang- 
ers. 
Only time will heal the 


surface of the wound. 
The 


scar will remain to bother him 
again and again. The experi- 
ence will change him—in what 
way must depend upon his 
temperament and his experi- 
ences with those who take 
over where his parents left 
off. 


If 
fathers 
and 
mothers 


would stop to think about this, 
they might try harder to keep 
their home stable for the 
child's sake. If this cannot be 
done, and there are circum- 
stances in which it cannot be, 
then the child's feeling about 
whom he should live with 
should be the one and only 
one. There should be no divi- 
sion of the child. 


A cowardly attitude is often 


due to shyness. Dr. Patri dis- 
cusses this trait and offers 
advice in his leaflet P-12, "The 
Shy Child."

Jealousy 


Is Root of 
Bullying

(Q) "I have a big prob- 


lem. I have a son 20 months 
old who is a most loving child 
but is also a bully. When 
around other children his size 
or smaller, he hits, pushes, 
throws things and is like a 
little wild animal. He has a 
sister 20 months older and also 
a baby sister, age two months. 
We think the baby is part of 
the reason for his actions, for 
he hits her occasionally. We've 
tried to give him more love, 
we've tried talking to him, 
shaming him, and even spank- 
ing—but nothing helps. What 
can we 'do to help him and 
ourselves?" 


(A) 
Many children from 


about 16 months to about 
three years of age go through 
an aggressive period. This may 
be, to some degree, what is 
happening to your son. How- 
ever, it looks as though most 
of your boy's d i f f i c u l t i e s 
spring from the family situa- 
tion. Here he is with an older 
sister above him and a new 
baby below him, and he's 
strictly in the middle. As we 
have written before, the mid- 
dle child often finds himself in 
a rather tough spot. 


In this instance, your little 


boy was the "baby" for 18 
months. Then along came this 
new baby who, he probably 
feels, is getting the attention 
he used to get. He then takes 
out on other children what he 
would like to take out on his 
baby sister. He cannot believe 
that you love him as much as 
you used to, although you un- 
doubtedly do. 


Naturally, you cannot permit 


him to hurt others. He must 
have definite rules about this. 
He should be told firmly "We 
don't hit!" "We don't push!" 
You can separate him from 
other children for a time if he 
hits them. But don't shame 
him or spank him; this will 
only cause him to feel more 
reser.tful. Do not hesitate to 
be firm with him when you 
need to be, for he certainly 
must be controlled.

She probably will ex- 
perience some periods when 
weight loss will stand still, 
but if she goes right ahead 
sticking to her diet, soon the 
pounds will begin to melt away 
again.

"I started counting calories 
on Jan. 3.

Simply because it seemed the best 
way to let me prepare meals and still keep 
an eye on our twin babies, Jimmy Lew 
and Sandra Sue, left safely out of harm's 
way in the next room. 


Neighbors, at the time, shook their 


heads and wondered about us — just as 
they did on a later occasion when we all 
pitched in and painted the floral side-walls 
of our rooms in bright colors, then pasted 
wallpaper on the ceilings. 


Yet, as the years have passed, our 


friends have slowly become accustomed to 
such things as finding Jimmy and Sandra, 
now 12, building a unicycle in the back 
yard, while their 16-year-old brother Joe 
constructs a practical bunk house behind 
the garage. 


Such activities are part of my husband's 


and my philosophy — that a home is the 


children's castle as well as their parents'. 
We also believe that the imaginative 
things members of a family dream up to 
do strengthen their understanding of one 
another and their faith in themselves as 
individuals — no matter how outlandish 
such projects may appear to outsiders. 


A Busy Life 


Ever since we were married, Clif and I 


have agreed that keeping busy is the best 
way of finding happiness. While our three 
children were young, the two of us were 
still working our way through college.

A year ago Karen Anderson picked up her first javelin.

ix WEEKS AFTER she threw a javelin for the first 
time in her life, a local girl named Karen Antler- 
son was crowned U. S. women's javelin cham- 


pion. A few months later, competing in only her fourth 
track meet, she hurled the Mb., 5-oz. spear more than 
160 feet, breaking the American record by 7 feet and 
coming within a scant 3 feet of the throw that won the 
1952 Olympic crown. 


The phenomenal thing about all this is that Karen 


is just 17. She stands, only 5'4", weighs a well- 
proportioned 138, gets 'as much fun out of normal 
social activity as she does 'from athletics. But her 
ability at the latter has caught the attention of track 
experts all over America. Even more important, it is 
raising the hackles of a number of otherwise im- 
passive gentlemen in Moscow, Leningrad and other 
Russian sports centers. 


For this last statement, take the word of Karen's 


discoverer and trainer, Richmond "Boo" Morcom. A 
star pole-vaulter on our 1948 Olympic team, Morcom 
noted the performances of Soviet women athletes in 
the 1952 events at Helsinki. In men's track and field, 
the U. S. humbled Russia 269 to 79; but Russia's 
female stars turned the tables to the tune of 95 to 11, 
giving the Soviet an early lead for the unofficial team 
championship that our male'performers could not 
overcome until the final day. 


"An Amazing Girl" 


Next year the U. S. and Russia will be at it hot and 


heavy in Melbourne, Australia. And there, says Mor- 
com, things may be different — (hanks to Karen 
Anderson. For if this youngster keeps improving at 
her present pace, she's sure to score points—possibly 
10 for first place — that will cut into the expected 
lead of the Soviet women and give our whole squad a 
potent psychological lift Understandably, (his pros- 


pect depresses Russia's sports masterminds. 


There's not a doubt in Morcom's mind lhat Karen 


will make the U. S. team next year — providing no 
other sport lures her away from the javelin. But that's 
a threat, for so far she's been sensational at every sport 
she's tried. For example, she's the top scorer on her 
high-school field-hockey team, which is so good it has 
lost but one game in five years. In basketball she's 
scored as many as 45 points in one game. 


"I played basketball against her once during prac- 


tice," says Morcom, who can still vault 14 feet and 
high-jump 6'/2. "As Karen jumped into the air for a 
shot, I,went up to block it. In a twinkling she shifted 
the ball to her left hand, hooked over her head 'and 
scored. An amazing girl." 


Karen is an old hand at amazing people. Pitcher on 


an undefeated girls' Softball team, she recently topped 
even Don Newcombe of the Dodgers by throwing a 
no-hitter while walloping a homer, a triple and two' 
doubles in four times up. Adept in swimming and 
tennis, she also has played football (though no longer) 
and is taking up golf. 


The links, in facl, may be her real future, for she 


would like to become a professional golfer after her 
amateur days in track and field are over (and thus 
follow in the steps of Babe Didrikson Zaharias, also 
a great track-and-field star before hitting the golf 
trail). Karen started to play golf a year ago, has teed 
off only a dozen times, yet already shools in the 
low 80s.

All sports and no play, however, is not to Karen's 


liking. "This summer I'm doing a lot of dating and 
dancing before school starts," she says. Her best beau: 
a star basketball player who's leaving for Duke Uni- 
versity this fall, when Karen will be starting her senior 
year. She has an average of 90 in her school work, has 
been elected a member of the National Honor Society 
for her scholastic achievements and personal charm.

OUR GIRLS VS. RUSSIA 


Although the Olympic Games officially are a com- 
petition between individuals, correspondents covering 
the 1952 Olympics set up a point-scoring system to 
compare Russia and the U.S. The Americans won, but 
Russia led up until the final day, primarily because her 
beefy girls, trained with Communist fervor, dominated 
the gymnastic and field events. Now, with Karen 
Anderson and other girls, the U.S. is challenging this 
monopoly.

were no stadiums available in the neighborhood, she 
started throwing javelins on the local golf course. She 
had but 18 throws in competition — 12 at Harrisburg 
last summer, where she won the national junior and 
senior AAU championships, and six in a Chicago in- 
door meet — before she threw 161 feet at Mexico City 
to win the Pan-American championships this spring. 
And 161 feet, remember, is only 12 feet from the 
world record — held by a Russian woman." 


What's the explanation for this sudden blossoming 


of talent? Her coordination, says Morcom. "She is not 
particularly big or strong, but she learns quicker than 
most boys and she remembers what she is told." 


Both her athletic and singing talents stem from her 


parents. Her father, Melford O. Anderson, superin- 
tendent of Independence National Historical Park in 
Philadelphia, was a first-rate quarterback at Augustana 
College in Rock Island, III., during the mid-'20s. Mrs. 
Anderson formerly taught music in high schools. 


Their life together has been a nomadic one as Mr. 


Anderson moved from one government post to an- 
other. Karen, born in Denver, grew up in the Rocky 
Mountain states. From an early age she was a super- 
tomboy, playing football and baseball with boys twice 
her age. But when the family moved east to this Phila- 
delphia suburb five years ago, she began to give up 
tackling boys in favor of snaring them in subtler ways. 


Besides dales this summer with her basketball- 


playing beau and golf lessons at nearby Llanerich Golf 
Club, Karen daily tosses the javelin in the back yard of 
coach Morcom. Watching her with an expert eye (and 
a stern one — for she doesn't like to practice), Mor- 
coni believes she's still four or five years away from 
her prime, predicts she'll get better and better. 


If he's right, young Karen Anderson will be putting

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The West wasn't so wild

TUCSON, ARIZ. 


A crew-cut, soft-spoken professor of English at the Uni- 
versity of Arizona here is as deadly a marksmaaas you've 
ever seen in a shoot-'em-up movie. With no weapons but 
yellowing newspapers and crumbling books, Prof. Jack 
W. Muggins has brought down the worst desperadoes and 
the most heroic "good guys" in the history of the cow 
country: Buffalo Bill, Billy the Kid, Wild Bill Hickok, the 
Hardin boys, Bat Masterson. 


Muggins has spent the last few years proving — at least 


to his own satisfaction — that the Wild, Wild West was 
actually about as tame as a Sunday in the country, and 
that the fable of (he frontier is largely blarney. Most 
of the "good guys," he says, were either fakes or well- 
meaning fumblers. The "bad men" were local bullies or 


troublemakers; not one was a Robin Hood robbing the 
rich to feed the poor. Further, the whole notion that 
Western life was a never-ending round of gun duels, 
rustling, poker games and drinking sessions down at the 
Last Chance Saloon is almost pure fiction. 


"Ninety-nine per cent of the frontier settlers were hard- 


working people who tried to civilize the country and bring 
law and order to it," Muggins says. "They were too busy 
farming or ranching to run into town every day to swill 
liquor and shoot up the place." 


As for that other 1 per cent, take someone like Buffalo 


Bill. The legend of the crack-shot buffalo hunter was 
started by dime-novelist Ned Buntline (real name: Ed- 
ward Judson), who came West to do a story on Frank 
Rourke, a veteran Sioux-fighter. But Rourke wouldn't

talk, ana shunted Buntlinc along to William F. Cody, a 
youth with long, curly hair whose job was to shoot buffalo 
to feed railroad construction crews. Cody talked plenty, 
and Buntlinc filled in the gaps. 


"Actually, anybody could hunt buffalo," Huggins points 


out. "Often they'd just stand there and let themselves be 
knocked off before they got wise enough to run." 


Cody's reputation was swelled by his traveling Wild 


West show, which featured, among others, Wild Bill 
Hickok, famous marshal of Dodge City, Kan. (Hickok 
finally quit the show. "If I have to listen any more to that 
long-haired so-and-so," he said of Buffalo Bill, "I'll go 
crazy.") Hickok, Huggins admits, was a man of courage, 
but his reputation was made mostly by shooting first and 
asking questions later. Once, when he was expecting 
trouble, he came out of a saloon to see a man rounding 
the corner of a building. Hickok plugged him. The victim 
turned out to be one of his deputies. 


As instructor of a course in "Literature of the South- 


west," Huggins meets these characters frequently in 
print. He also runs across the legend they left behind in 
everyday life. The fable, he says, has its strongest roots in 
the West, where people should know better. The horse 
opera and the pulp Western sell best hereabouts, and 
many folks who never rode a horse wear five-gallon hats. 


In trying to track down the legendary Western heroes, 


Huggins has been helped by the late "frontier marshal" 
Wyatt Earp, who tried to help set the record straight in 
his memoirs. "Any time you see a picture of a man with 
a gun in each hand, both spitting smoke," Earp wrote, 
"you're looking at a picture of either a fool or a fake." 
No man, he said, could aim two guns at once; the usual 
procedure was to fire one until empty, then switch. He 
also corrected another We'stern legend: "J never knew 
a man who amounted to anything to notch his guns." 


The OK Corral Battle 


Earp himself is a controversial figure in Western his- 


tory. There are those who claim he led a stagecoach rob- 
bery while serving as marshal of Tombstone, Ariz.; his 
defenders say he was a fearless, honest officer. They have 
been arguing for years about the famous duel at the OK 
Corral, in which Earp, his two brothers and gambler Doc 
Holliday shot down three members of the "Cowboy 
Gang." To Huggins, the important point is that the whole 
battle lasted oniy 25 seconds. He winces when he watches 
movie fights that go on for what seems like hours. 


"The gunplay was usually short and swecl," he says. 
With the aid of Earp's and other reminiscences. Hug- 


gins has notched a few other legends shot down in mid- 
flight. His victims include Billy the K1d ("a cold-blooded 
killer without a redeeming feature"), the Hardin boys 
("slagecoach robbers and rustlers"), General ("Last 
Stand") Custer ("a. neurotic who wasn't even a good 
soldier"). He also is trying to debunk the legend that 
"heroes" died with their boots on, or rode off into the 
sunset. 


For instance, Bat Masterson, a famous marshal, wound 


up his days as a New York sportswriter. "Bat had a hard 
lime living down his reputation," Huggins says. "One of 
his New York friends kept badgering him for one of his 
guns as a souvenir. Finally, in desperation, Bat went to a 
pawnshop, bought a gun, and carved 22 notches in it. 
That's how legends start." 
•

"Doctors should do no wrong." 


That is the feeling of people everywhere — 


and from time to time doctors are called on 
the carpet, publicly or privately, because they 
are supposed to haye "done wrong." Fees, 
services, hospital care, all have produced 
their share of criticism. As a result, doctors 
have done a good deal of soul-searching 
through the years. 


However, we also have come.to realize that 


our profession often is stung by half-truths, 
innuendoes and outright falsehoods.

Let's consider some of these shortcomings 


as I see them in my daily practice. I have 
placed them in 10 categories — not in malice, 
or to point the finger at specific individuals, 
but in the belief that enlightenment breeds 
good will (and good will, in turn, can result 
in better doctor-patient relationships). Here 
are the 10: 


THE ALARMIST 
* 


To this patient every illness is an emer- 


gency — and the doctor "better come quick." 
Ridiculous as it may sound, I was once 
called at 2:30 a.m. by an anxious husband to 
see his wife because of a backache which had 
bothered her two years. 


Before panicking, remember: there are 


very few real emergencies. Few sudden ill- . 
nesses require immediate treatment. A few 
hours usually makes little difference. This 
does not mean to underestimate your symp- 
toms. It means to contact the doctor calmly, 
tell him the facts and let him take it from 
there. 


THE TIME-WASTER 


Here is another disturbance to whatever 


peace there may be in the life of the physi- 


cian. Asked how his appetite is, the time- 
Waster recites — to the calorie — every item 
in his menu for the past week. Efforts to get 
his family history lead to long-winded expo- 
sitions concerning cousins, aunts by marriage 
and family skeletons. 


Time and service are all the doctor sells. 


Each 15-minute period in his day is worth 
just so much. If lie wants to waste time in 
small talk, let him do it. Otherwise, stick to 
the business at hand — that of trying to find 
nut what's wrong with you. 


THE SHY "MAIDEN" 


This is the patient, usually a woman, who 


is modest almost to the point of vulgarity. 
On the beach, she thinks nothing of exposing 
herself quite a bit. But in the doctor's office 
it's different: she considers herself ready for 
a complete examination after removing little 
more than her gloves and chewing gum. 


To this patient I can only say: relax and 


let the doctor do his job. Let him feel for 
your spleen as well as your pulse. Let him use 
his stethoscope to listen to the "one-two" of— 
your heart on your bare skin. It's all for your 
benefit. 


THE "NO-PAYER" 


One of my patients bends his elbow daily 


for a shot or more of old-fashioned penicillin 
at 60 cents a throw. By state law, that mer- 
chandise is strictly cash across the bar. 


Yet this same man has a dog-eared card in 


my account files. On it are charges for many 
shots of the new penicillin for sore throats 
long ago cured and forgotten — along with 
the bills. 


The air is filled with cries of "high fees," 


but many of us have relatively low fees in 
these days of inflated costs. Still it is often a 
chore to collect. A 75 per cent "take" marks 
the lucky doctor as a financial giant. 


Very few of us turn down a patient because 


of his lack of money. Still, we don't like to be 
taken for suckers when it comes to contribut- 
ing to the public weal:.Doctors are supposed 
to be loaded with legal tender. But let me 
assure you that, with many of us, our mort- 
gages are the only thing big about our finan- 
cial affairs. 


THE "I KNOW BETTER" PATIENT 


Perhaps no one arouses the doctor to such 


an extent as the patient wh'o diagnoses him- 
self. He tells the doctor what's wrong and 
demands treatment. A mother's concern for 
her child may become exaggerated and lead 
her into this category. 


So if you would stay in the good graces of 


your doctor, flatter him by letting him take 
the first crack at making the diagnosis. 


THE STUBBORN ONE 


Many a doctor-patient relationship has 


been strained by the patient who insists on 
being "worked in" when the office is already 
filled with high-priority appointments. Living 
the Golden Rule would relieve this blight. 


Remember, there's enough work-to make 


any doctor's organized day a nightmare of 
disorganized bedlam. And this is not his fault 
— it's just the way things are. 


THE NON-COOPERATOR 


Perhaps nothing is more irritating to the 


doctor than the patient under treatment who 
fails to follow one word of the doctor's 
advice. 


A doctor is making progress if his heavy- 


smoking ulcer patient cuts down from two 
packs a day to one. But if the patient fails 
to cut down, I sometimes feel like giving up 
and saying, "Why fight it?" 


If you don't intend to follow his advice, 


there is no need to see a doctor. 


THE WORRY WART 


To this patient every blemish represents a 


potential cancer, every chest pain is "cer- 
tainly" heart trouble. Once I called on a boy 
with hives. His mother pointed to a swelling 
in his neck and asked cautiously, "What's 
that?" 


"That is commonly called the Adam's 


apple," I explained. "Everyone has one." 


For your peace of mind, accept your doc- 


tor's advice and reassurance. Remember, it 
is normal to be concerned about your health, 
but needless worries can become a form of 
self-torture. 


THE SHOPPER 


If you want to put the doctor in a really 


bad mood, just greet him with a story about

having-seen lots of other doctors before giv- 
ing him a whirl. Once, a woman graciously 
informed me that I was the 26th doctor she 
had seen in a year. 


Such shopping around does the patient far 


more harm than good. It often represents a 
tragic desire on his part to get some doctor 
to tell him only what he wants to hear. 


THOSE WITHOUT TRUST 


Finally, there are people who do not trust 


doctors. Medical files are full of such cases. 
I know a middle-aged man who died need- 
lessly of peritonitis following, a ruptured ap- 
pendix. He left his family destitute. 


How many times have you heard: "Doc- 


tors operate whether you need it or not"? 


True, mistakes have been made. But the 


average doctor does not risk the life of a 
patient by submitting him to dangerous treat- 
ment — surgical or any other kind.

f^rmiins IS like another coun- 


-*- try, another world," said 


a summer resident. "When you 
come here you forget newspa- 
pers, radio, television. 
You just 


relax and slarl living." 


Tliis is Avalon, Santa Catalina 


Island, Los Angeles County, Cali- 
fornia. 
It is a village of some 


1,200 population in the winter, up 
to 10,500 in the summer. It cov- 
ers a square mile of an island of 
76 square miles. The i s l a n d , 
which looks like the head of a 
smiling alligator, is 21 miles long 
and 55 miles around as the seal 
swims. 


Cabrillo in 35-12 was the first 


European to set foot on the is- 
land. He called it San Salvador. 
It was forgotten for GO years un- 
til Don Sebastian Vicaino came 
across it. He landed on the feast 
clay of St. Catherine of Alexan- 
dria, so he called the island San- 
ta Catalina. 


The island Indians, a branch 


of the Shoshones, welcomed the 
whiles. 
They were a peaceful 


people, h e w e r s of stone who 
sailed in plank canoes and lived 
on sea food. 
You can still see 


their fine stonework in the In- 
dian Museum. 
It ranges from 


household tools lo lovingly fash- 
ioned musical instruments and 
toys. 


THEIR GARB was a casual ar- 


rangement of sea m o s s e s and 
skins. 
They regarded tho por- 


poise, the raven and the eagle as 
sacred, and worshipped the sun. 
They greeted eacli new day as 
they greeted the whites, with joy, 
for they had so much to be hap- 
py about. 


Later they had good reason to 


regret their welcome, for that 
day m a r k e d the beginning of 
their tribal extermination. First 
came the Russians with Aleutian 
Indians to hunt the sea otter 
that lived around the Channel Is-

They were very casual 


about killing the Santa Catalina 
natives. 


Then came Xankee hunters and 


traders who managed to corrupt 
and do away with more natives.

Santa Catalina Island a handy 
headquarters and they did the 
natives no good at all. 
(There 


is said to be pirate t r e a s u r e 
buried near Avalon.) 


The Spanish were on hand all 


the time and they were notorious 
for their ruthless treatment of 
natives of any land. The padres 
completed the job by bringing the

remaining natives to the main- 
land, to he baptized, given Chris- 
tian names and absorbed by civil- 
ization. 


A captain, T h o m a s Bobbins, 


was given the island by the Mexi- 
can authorities. Through the last 
150 years of smuggling, mining 
and ranching it lias passed from 
hand to hand for sums ranging 
from $1,000 to $3,000,000. 
The 


latter sum was paid by William 
Wrigley Jr. in 1919. 


AVALON STARTED with the 


name Timm's Latjding. Around 
the turn of the century the own- 
ers of the island decided it would 
make a fine resort and that it 
needed a new name. 
They de- 


cided on Avalon, a name taken 
from a Greek myth via Tennyson. 


Avalon came into its own when 


Wrigley purchased the i s l a n d . 
His p u r c h a s e included all of 
Catalina's lands with the excep- 
tion of one-half of Avalon, the 
island's only town. 
The island 


was his hobby and chief interest. 
He started a vigorous program 
of development through the San- 
ta Catalina Island Company. He 
worked to keep the island's origi- 
nal beauty and when he died in 
1934 his heirs carried on. 


Although Avalon is a sturdily 


independent sixth-class Califor- 
nia city it is impossible to sepa- 
rate its interest from that of the 
Island Company. The city and 
the company work together. 


For instance, the city depends 


upon its water supply from a 100- 
million-gallon catch basin in the 
interior. The reservoir is on com- 
pany land just as the pipeline is 
owned by the company. Water 
rates are reasonable, considering 
its scarcity. Before the reservoir, 
residents paid 3 cents a gallon 
for water hauled from the main- 
land. 


The limited water supply is 


one or the chief (actors limiting 


Avalon's and Santa 
Catalina's 


growth. 


.MAYOR HARVEY COW K L 1. 


speaks of the hopeful future of 
Avalon and of Santa Catalina, if 
given new sources of water. He 
is particularly p r o u d of the 
town's juvenile record. The juve- 
nile probation officer was there 
recently and could find no rea- 
son to return. There just wasn't 
anything for him to do. 


The w e e k-e n d crowds some- 


times contain undesirables from 
the mainland. Chief Don E. Da- 
vies and his men keep a firm 
hand on them. Lt. Al E. Bcron, 
a retired New York City detec- 
tive, regards mainland t o u g h s 
with a bilious eye. 


"They figure that we're on an 


island and we don't know from 
nothing. We educate them," said 
Beron. 


There is a strong love and en- 


thusiasm for Avalon and the is- 
land among all its peopde. Ken 
Robinson, among o t h e r offices, 
manages the Chamber of Com- 
merce and knows and loves the 
island. Paul Strcatc, night har- 
bor master, f o u n d it what he 
needed after years spent in the 
movie industry.

Phil Storm, Ray CasweU o£ the 
Tuna Club and Harbor Master 
John Wcgman all speak with en- 
thusiasm of their beautiful green 
island and city.

TIIE UNDERSEA GARDENS 


excursion takes you over forests 
of kelp and other sea vegetation. 
You see all kinds of fish from 
tiny fingerlings to giant goldfish. 
It is a paradise for skin divers, 
because of the clear water and 
rocky floor. 
One of the divers 


feeds fish under the glass-bot- 
lomed boat. 
They stream from 


his hands like paper in the wind. 


The after-dark flying fish trip 


is utterly unique. 
Flying fish 


leap from the waters to skim and

They Move Mountains

LITERALLY Ihc California Division of Highways has 


moved mountains, or at least portions of them, in its half- 


century of building roads, bridges and freeways for the convenience 
and enjoyment of the motoring public. 


Methods of construction have changed considerably since those 


early days at the beginning of the 20th Century when highways 
were only two-laiied and took the path of least resistance up hill 
and down dale. 


Mule power and cheap man-hours of labor built those first roads. 


Months of baclibrenking work was required to complete even the 
simplest .roadway. Tons of earth were hauled with the powerful 
animals often straining to pull wagons hub-deep in mud. All the 
operations- excavating, scraping, mixing and laying concrete and 
oiling—were done with a minimum of mechanical aid. 


Contrast those times to the tremendous projects of today. 
'Hie surveyor marks the path of the freeway after the artery 


has been engineered. Then hundreds of pieces of fast-moving equip- 
ment churn up the earth, make great hillslide slashes, (Jig huge 
boulders and even cut through solid rock to complete the job. 


All state highway construction is now done by contract. As of 


May 1. 1955, according to J. P. Murphy, principal highway engineer, 
301 bridge and highway contracts were let with a total value of 
$220,259,000. 


Motorists who will travel, this vacation season, on ribbons of 


asphalt and concrete in every section of the state will realize that 
road building is now big business both financially and mechanically. 


Placing Portland cement concrete surface on today's high speed highways 
is a machine job (above). The final result is a calculated s m o o t h ride.

It has the world's first passen- 


ger-freight heliport. 


It boasts, with great justifica- 


tion, of the "world's most mod- 
ern harbor." 


It is malting plans to expand 


its m u 11 i-million-dollar Munici- 
pal Airport, and hopes to estab- 


lish a central passenger depot 


Southern California's reliance 


on the automobile has had a pro- 
found 
effect on rail and air 


transportation in Long Beach. 
Many travelers drive to Los An- 
geles to boai'd trains and planes 
for cross-country trips. . 


As a freight handler, the city 


relies less on railroads than on 
trucks. Its most spectacular de- 
velopment, however, has been its 
manmade harbor. 


THE FORT rapidly is develop- 


ing into one of the world's busi- 


est for general cargo. It already 
is the leading shipper of cotton 
on the Pacific Coast and ranks 
near the top for foreign car im- 
ports and citrus exports. 


In its first quarter-century of 


o p e r a t i o n , the Port of Long 
Beach has confined its activities 
almost exclusively to f r e i g h t . 
Last year, it handled nearly 7,- 
000,000 tons. In an a v e r a g e 
month, 140 ships call in the lo- 
cal harbor. They bring and car- 
ry c a r g o s to and from p o r t s 
throughout the world. 


Nearly 50 shipping lines oper- 


ate through the Port of Long

Cruise ships make regular calls here, and 50 ship- 
ping lines operate through the Port of Long Beach. 


Beach. Of the 140-a-month to- 
tal of ships, about half are Amer- 
ican vessels. Most frequent vis- 
itors among the remainder are 
ships of Japan, Norway and Eng- 
land. 
They include also Ger- 


man, 
D a n i s h , Swedish, Greek, 


Liberian, Mexican, Panamanian 
and Philippine ships. 


In the past two years, a num- 


ber of cruise ships have begun 
making regular calls in Long 
Beach. Notable among these is 
the Cunard Line luxury ship Ca- 
ronia. 


MORE DEFINITELY in the 


passenger service is Orient Line, 
which scheduled two of its Lon- 
don-A u s t r a 1 i a ships for calls 
here. 
The Orsova was here in 


June. 
Its sister-ship, the Or- 


cades, will visit in September. 


Orient Line officials said that 


they hope to continue making 
regular calls in Ihe Port of Long 
Beach on the England-Australia 
run. 
City officials hope this is 


the forerunner of regular pas- 
senger service from the Port of 
Long Beach. 


The city opened the nation's 


first heliport on the beach here 
Nov. 22, 1954. 
A Los Angeles 


Airways 7-passenger S55 Sikor- 
sky helicopter flew the inaugu- 
ration flight that clay with Mayor 
George Vermillion as the first 
passenger. 


The City Council had author- 


ized in January, 1954, the estab- 
lishment of the heliport on a 
paved beach area just west of 
Golden Ave. The site now is in 
full use. 


Two major air lines — United 


and Western — operate daily 


service from Long Beach Munici- 
pal Airport. 
T h r o u g h these 


flights, connections are available 
to any part of the world. 


The city plans to put a $5,- 


000,000 bond issue before the vot- 
ers this fall for airport improve- 
ments. These include lengthen- 
ing the main runway from 6,900 
to 10,000 feet and making addi- 
tional parking and maintenance 
space available. 


ALSO 1'I.ANNKD is the de- 


velopment of'a major air freight 
, 


terminal on the Wardlow Rd. 
"finger," which extends into the 
airport from the west side. 


Although the three railroads 


which serve Long Beach have no 
direct rail connection, Ihey car- 
ry an estimated 60,000 persons 
a year. Two of the lines provide 
bus connections to Long Beach: 
Union Pacific from East Los An- 
geles station and San la Fc from 
Pasadena. Southern Pacific pro- 
vides no direct service from Un- 
ion Station, Los Angeles. 


Three lines provide transconti- 


nental bus service. 
They are 


G r e y h o u n d Lines, American 
Trailways and Continental Trail- 
ways. 
All are in the downtown 


area. 


In recent months, spearheaded 


principally by P r e s s-Telegram 
columnist Malcolm Epley, efforts 
have been made to establish a 
c e n t r a l passenger depot. To 
date, partly because of reluctance 
on the part of Ihe various lines 
concerned, this project has not 
developed. 


Transportation-wise, the future 


of Long Beach looks very bright.

THE HOT-SHOTTERS 


By Rosella Mattmueller 


WJIRE SEASON1. 
These two 


words spell alertness 
and 


quick action to a group of highly 
specialized fire-tightcrs - South- 
ern California's famed Hoi-Shot 
crews. Equipped 
for mobility, 


these young crew 
members— 


many are "vacationing" college 
students — have 
reduced 
five 


losses in Federal lands through- 
out California by millions of dol- 
lars. 


Trained in the suppression of 


the "flash" types of fire 
grass, 


brush and t i m h e r, to which 
southwest forests are susceptible, 
the Hot-Shotters are ready for 
instant action at any time or 
wherever they may he working 
in the mountains." 


Stationed at 
the Del Rosa 


ranger station in the San Ber- 
nardino foothills, the crew mem- 
bers vary through the summer 
and early fall, but approximate 
40 to 45 men. The big turnover 
comes when students return to 
school in September. As the fire 
hazard often remains high until 
November, this created quite a 
problem until the Zuni Indian 


"Red Hats" were flown in from 
Arizona to help quell one fire— 
and remained for the rest of the 
season, and now return each 
year. 


IN LAST YEAR'S disastrous 


Panorama Point fire, the worst 
in recent history, the Hot-Shot- 
ers and the Red Hats worked 
around the clock. 
Driven back 


time after time by the intense 
h e a t and r o l l i n g rocks, the 
smoke-grimed and weary fighters 
sent a backfire into the raging 
inferno and saved a score of 
mountain homes. 


It was estimated that it cost 


$35,000 a day to fight this red 
monster of the mountains. And 
that did not include the value of 
thousands of acres of watersheds 
and timber. 


Hot-Sholters are primarily a 


brushhook, ax and shovel outfit, 
who can take off into near-verti- 
cal country to clear a trail or 
quell a blaze. Specially designed 
tools are used, such as a McLeod 
scraping tool, like a huge com- 
bination hoe and rake, and a Pu- 
laski, a combination ax and grub- 
hoe, in addition, each man car- 


ries with him n gallon canteen 
o£ water, a first-aid and snake- 
bite kit, a mint's type headlamp 
and whatever packs are assigned 
to them. 


When there are no fires to 


fight they keep hardened and fit 
by building trni's. installing pipe- 
lines for new water systems, 
maintaining roads and working 
on improvements around the Del 
Rosa station. 


WHILE ON DUTV 24 hours a 


day, theoretically, 'hey get one 
day off each wcelt. But during 
high hazard times, they stay on 
the job. 
During a recent bad 


year, the average time off for 
the entire season was 4 days. A 
distance restrict'on of 50 miles is 
placed on holidays, so that any 
crewman may be recalled and be 
on duty at Del Rosa within two 
hours. 


The Hot-Shotters stand ready 


to help wherever they are need- 
ed. When not busy in their own 
area, they go to the aid of other 
national forests in California, and 
have even been rushed by plane 
to fires in Oregon, Washington 
and New Mexico.

That Mighty $64,000 Question

TTHE $04,000 QUESTION o£ 
* the week is: how do they 
think up the 564,000 questions? 


Although this show (CBS-TV, 


Tuesday Evenings) has developed 
into a thriller for several million 
persons, its producers are not 
acting like secret agents about 
the way il operates. But they're 
certainly top secret about the 
questions themselves. 


Climb to the penthouse offices 


of Louis G. Cowan, Inc., produc- 
ers of the program, and meet a 
pair of brains—the cool, lofty in- 
telligence of Dr. Bc'i-giin Evans, 
professor of English at North- 
western University, Chicago; and 


the restless, 
incisive mind of 


Steve Carlin, executive producer. 


If you could read their minds 


it would be worth $64,000—less 
taxes—to you. 


The man who thinks up most 


of the agonizing questions is Dr. 
Evans, an erudite former Oxford 
scholar who has applied his wide 
knowledge of many subjects to 
many mediums; lecturing, writ- 
ing books and—currently—serv- 
ing as master o[ ceremonies on 
the quiz show "Down You Go" 
(Saturdays, CBS-TV). Every Fri- 
day, Evans leaves the secluded 
calm of his Winnetka, 111., home 
and planes into the phrenetic 


world of New York television. 


UK BRINGS with him in a 


locked briefcase questions which 
he has worked up in his library. 
In a locked office high above 
Madison Avenue he and Carlin 
sit down and go over the ques- 
tions, re-phrasing them for clari- 
ty, tossing away some and revis- 
ing others. 


"Bergan is really an authority 


on nearly everything," says Car- 
lin. 
"He 
knows a lot about 


physics and zoology, for example, 
but he mostly claims he's not an 
authority on them. So we've gone 
to specialists in certain fields 
and asked them for questions 
which we work into shape. 
I 


couldn't possibly tell you the 
names of those people. They've 
forbidden use of their names. 
They'd be hounded to death." 


When the questions are in 


shape, Carlin destroys all notes 
and personally types out the 
questions, one to a slip of paper. 
"It's a pain in the neck," he says, 
"and lakes up too much time, 
but we don't dare take a chance 
on a leak." 


HE VLACES each question in 


a 
separate 
envelope, marked 


with a code number, and puts all 
the unsealed envelopes into a 
larger envelope which he seals 
and takes personally to a bank 
vault. At the bank he sits down 
at a table facing an assigned 
bank official and goes through 
each envelope to make sure it 
contains the proper question be- 
fore sealing it. The bank official,

D o d g e aty, 


Deadwood and El Paso are 


famous as the scenes of gaudy 
death, 
mayhem 
anJ 
general 


orneriness. Los Angeles and the 
surrounding country have been 
passed up in this regard, for this 
region is considered the home of 
the orange, the grapefruit, droll 
Spaniards and messy traffic. Our 
exotic and murderous past has 
been ignored. But Los Angeles 
was once considered the toughest 
town in the West. 


It was truly mean. As a mat- 


ter of fact, this section contrib- 
uted one mayhem technique that 
has never been duplicated. 


Pistols, 
rifles, 
bowic knives 


and sabers were conventional 
wear in Los Angeles but the 
Californiat! 
also 
sported 
the 


riata. He found it ideally suited 
for rendering a man helpless. 
One traveler saw n-aiala-operat- 
ing robber in action. 


Although the victim was 20 


feet away, the robber had the 
rope off his saddle horn 
and 


around his target's neck before 
the witness was aware anything 
happening. It was the usual prac- 
tice to drag the victim lo death 
before robbing him. 


In July, 1853, a San Francisco 


paper 
reported "Los Angeles 


County affords . . . facilities to 
murderers and robbers and has 
long been to Northern California 
what Texas was formerly to the 
states — a rendezvous for vil- 
lains." No one could quite figure 
why the statement was so ter- 
ribly true. Perhaps the fact that 
the 
international 
border 
was 


close added to its appeal to hard 
cases. 
Mexicans jumped north 


when the law was behind while 
Californians jumped south. 


VILLAINS were so competent 


here that they did not win the 
reputations of Billy the Kid, the 
Daltons or Soapy Smith. The Los 
Angeles variety was just as bar- 
baric and cunning bill they were 
simply commonplace. 


Take Moreno, for instance. A 


hadman named Saute shot a 
marshal. A reward was offered 
and posses were sent out. Mo- 
reno caught up with Sante and 
four members of the gang and 
sent them all to glory. He col-

lected the reward and was con- 
sidered a public benefactor until 
it was later found that Sante 
and the other four were mem- 
bers of Moreno's gang. He had 
made some easy dough by killing 
them off. 


Peter Biggs was a barber and 


a bad man who died with a knife 
in his back. Peg Leg Smith was 
a competent horse thief and a 
superb liar. He stole horses by 
the thousands. Ricardo Urives 
was described by Horace Bell as 
"A man who could stand more 
shooting and stabbing than the 
average grizzly.". 


THE LAW ENFORCEMENT 


authorities were as skillful at 
skullduggery as any of t h e i r 
prisoners—or more so. The early 
jail was a log with shackles at- 
tached. Indians were about the 
only ones chained to it. They 
were very easy to arrest when 
dead drunk, their usual offense. 
Robbers 
and murderers 
were 


ignored for they were mean to 
handle. 


In 1852 the mayor, marshal 


and jailer of Los Angeles were 
indicted for profiting from their 
city functions. One story tells of 
a robbery victim coming to court 
to swear out a complaint. He 
didn't know who had held him 
up until he saw the judge and 
the district attorney. 


"Them's 
the 
robbers!" 
he 


howled when he saw them. 


In 1854 a visting divine saw 11 


dead men in two weeks. All had 
died violently. On May 30, 1855, 
one newspaper printed the fol- 
lowing list of bodies within two 
weeks: two Indians, two whites 
in El Monte, three horse thieves 
in San Bernardino, one suicide 
and the bones of three men found 
near Santa Barbara. 


Another paper told of a shoot- 


ing and said, "Unfortunately the 
combatants escaped with their 
lives, but killed a fine horse." 


It was a man for breakfast in 


those days. 


IT WAS OFTEN HARD to tell 


the bad man from tiie good. The 
bad man did not always wear a 
frock coat, black hat and sinister 
expression. He was likely to be a 
good man today and a bad one 
tomorrow. He was simply care- 
less about other people's prop- 
erty and lives and very often 
such carelessness was perfectly 
legal. 


Violence was about the only 


entertainment witnessed by ev- 
eryone. 
Some boat passengers 


were annoyed once to find their 
ship would sail just before a 
hanging. Their keen disappoint- 
ment 
was 
somewhat 
allayed 


when a newspaper got out a spe- 
cial edition for the passengers' 
benefit. The paper described the 
hanging with all the gory details 
before it took place. The editor 
didn't want the passengers to be 
disappointed with California. 


There were vigilante activities 


and a state-sponsored g r o u p of 
enforcers called the Rangers who 
seemed to spend most of their 
time riding madly from ranch to 
ranch sampling liquor. 


The scoundrels were not wiped 


out by an Earp or a Ben Wil- 
liams. They disappeared with the 
settlement of Southern Califor- 
nia. As a lifer in an eastern pen 
said when he was in his 80s, 
"The quality of the men they 
bring in this here place ain't 


• near so good like when I was a 


boy."

apartment home is more than 
mere product of style, finance or 
deliberate decorative effect. Mr. 
and Mrs. Stewart have wisely let 
their personalities and way o£ 
life dictate the ultimate charac- 
ter of their home with the re- 
sult that it is absolutely perfect 
for their needs.

standing feature of the e n t i r e 
layout is Mrs. Stewart's balcony 
garden. 
Typically Japanese in 


styling, this miniature landscap- 
ing effect is at once exotic, pre- 
cise and marvelously suited for 
such a small planting area. 


The balcony, onto which opens 


the dining room and living room < 
by means of large sliding glass 
doors, is a little over 10 feet 
wide. It is t e r m i n a t e d by a 
three-foot antiqued redwood wall' 
atop w h i c h grows a lush vine 
that visually creates a feeling 
of even greater wall height.

pines, azaleas and moss to give 
added form to the composition. 


These birds, tall and stately, 


have weathered to a natural pa- 
tina. Here, again, the contrast 
between metal and n a t u r a l 
greenery is as interesting as is 
the complement of white gravel 
to foliage. 


The final O r i e n t a l fillip is 


found in the square granite gar- 
den lantern that stands on a 
small mound of volcanic rock, the 
crevices of which are ingrown 
with moss. 


A last l o o k at the g a r d e n 


through the beautifully draped 
glass living room doors attracts 
the eye to a delicate, yet weath- 
er-sturdy bamboo bird cage that 
hangs suspended from the egg- 
crate latticing. It swings gently 
in the breeze when the bamboo 
blinds are rolled up from the 
low garden wall to the overhang. 
With the blinds down and the 
breeze uninvited, the little cage 
is still. Either way, it is a com- 
pletely charming touch to this 
unusual balcony garden! 


From the garden, it is interest- 


ing to see the manner in which 
the Oriental feeling is carried 
into the interior of the apart- 
ment without any reliance on the 
more obvious, commercial sort of 
"Chinese modern" type of acces- 
sory. 


A magnificent Oriental r u g 


owned by the Stewarts for many 
years adds a richness in color, 
texture and design that a more 


contemporary rug w o u 1 d find 
hard to match. 


Borrowing its coral shade from 


the rug is the leather upholstery 
on a deep-seated lounge chair. A 
soft coral fabric was used for the 
covering on a comfortable chaise 
situated so that one may relax 
near the glass window wall and 
enjoy a vista of the garden out- 
side. 
Pale turquoise throw pil- 


lows are banked on the chaise, 
while coral and ice green pillows 
ornament the oversized, button- 
tufted sofa in soft sand fabric. 


The floor-to-ceiling draperies 


for the glass doors are a soft 
sage green, duplicating the sage 
walls. A handsome Celadon lamp 
(a pale green highly glazed ware 
with white overlaid figures simi- 
lar to Wedgewood) dictated the 
choice at covering for a button- 
back o c c a s i o n a l chair uphol- 
stered in Celadon green velvet. 


OVER THE SOFA h a n g s a 


group of four Japanese panels, 
c o m p o s i n g a scene of spring, 
handpainted on a ground of gold. 
The screen, over 200 years old, 
adds undeniable a t m o s p h e r e 
throughout the e n t i r e depart- 
ment. 


The dining room, which also 


enjoys an intimate view of the 
garden, is furnished with a small 
round mahogany table and chairs. 
W i n d o w s over a long and low 
built-in buffet presented a cur- 
taining problem, so Mrs. Stewart 
placed a f o l d i n g shoji screen 
across the top of the buffet. 
In

a pale coral tone, the paneled 
screen makes the once uninter-

Billy the Kid, by all accounts of 
historians, was shot down by 
Sheriff Pat Garrett in Fort Sum- 
ner, N. M., in 1881. But in 1950, 
while living in Florida, an attor- 
ney named William V. Morrison 
came upon evidence that the 
bandit might still be alive. Being 
a student of history of the South- 
west, Morrison hurried to Texas 
to interview Brushy Bill Roberts 
who, "wanting to die a free 
man," petitioned the governor of 
New Mexico to be pardoned for 
crimes charged against the Kid. 


Although Brushy Bill got no- 


where at the governor's hearing, 
Morrison took him to the old 
haunts where the Kid made his- 
tory. He was amazed that, after 
70 years, the old 'man followed 
the Kid's trail almost unerringly, 
identified places and names. Old 
men who had known the Kid 
intimately identified Brushy Bill 
as the outlaw and signed affi- 
davits to that effect.

Twenty months later 
he was freed from a prison camp 
and returned home to receive the 
Navy Cross and the nation's high- 
est award, the Medal of Honor.

job increased I didn't miss it so 
much."

get exercise, fun and pick up 
some dough. Then arenas began 
closing and they'd chase you from 
San Diego to Bakcrsfiekl for jobs 
and there wasn't much money so 
I quit."

who personally places the en- 
velopes in the vault, never sees 
the questions. 


"One of our nightmares is that 


Hal March, the master ot cere- 
monies, will open an envelope on 
the show and find the wrong 
question 
inside," Carlin 
says. 


"That's why I double-check. Un- 
der this careful system we now 
know that a leak could come 
from only three sources- Evans, 
the bank official and myself. So 
we aren't worried. All o£ us know 
it would be the death of the 
show i£ there ever were any 
leaking of information." 


There are 24 categories of 


questions. 
To attain 
the 
top 


$64,000 prize—a feat no one has 
yet performed—one would have 
to answer 11 questions correctly. 
Carlin and Evans keep two sets 
of 11 questions for each category 
in the vault. 


WHEN THE TWO decided to 


place the category of the Bible 
in the quiz, for example, Evans 
—an authority on biblical litera- 
ture _ drew up 100 questions 
which 
they 
studied 
carefully. 


They decided that once a con- 
testant rose above the 
58,000 


question it was much too diffi- 
cult to have only one answer to 
a question and they developed 
the idea of two and three-part 
related questions. 


"We knew we could knock off 


any contestant if we wanted to 
be wise guys," Carlin says. "We 
might, for 
instance, 
ask 
the 


name of Noah's father-in-law. A 
contestant 
might 
have a pro- 


found knowledge of the 
Bible 


•and not know some obscure fact. 
So the idea of the questions in 
related parts is to give a fair 
p i c t u r e of the contestant's 
knowledge." 


Mrs. 
Catherine 
Kreitze, 
a 


Camp Hill, Pa., 
grandmother, 


rose to $32,000 on the category 
of the Bible, you recall, before 
retiring, from the contest. 


How did she happen to be 


picked? Carlin will show you her 
letter of application for the con- 
test, with picture attached. "The 
letter and the picture had a sin- 
cerity that were just what we 
were looking for on the shows," 
he says. 


THEN THERE was an Indiana 


school teacher who won $8,000 
and quit in the category ot men 
named Sam. How did that cate- 
gory happen onto the show? 


"Bergan and I were working 


over questions on American his- 
tory," Carlin explains, "when we 
remarked on the number o[ his- 
torical figures named Sam. Then 
he began mentioning the name in 
literature and other fields—and 
suddenly we realized we had a 
new category." 


Altogether Evans probably al- 


ready has thought up several 
thousand questions for the vari- 
ous categories of the quiz show. 
But the fact only two persons 
instead of a dozen work on the 
questions accounts for an occa- 
sional awkward wording that a 
larger panel might have caught, 
Carlin admits. 


He 
recalled 
the 
question: 


"Name the only pitcher in Amer- 
ican League history 
who has 


pitched three no-hitters." 
The 


answer was Bobby Feller. But 
the show was inundated by calls 
and letters from baseball fans 
who said Cy Young pitched three 
no-hitters in the 1800's. 
"The 


word missing from the question 
that we should have caught," 
says Carlin, "was 'modern.' Then 
there couldn't have been 
any 


complaints. I knew about Young, 
but I forgot to stick in that

MY STEIIEO slides are filed in 


a sijc-drawer cabinet. On hectic 
occasions, drawers have been up- 
set and all the slides mixed up. 
Now each drawer has its own 
color tab and the slides that be- 
long in it have corresponding 
color labs. This color code can 
be put on the sides or bottom of 
the slide if it is felt that it might 
be mistaken for the subject mat- 
ter designation. 


A good m a n y fans now file 


their 35-mm slides in the projec- 
tor magazines or trays for auto, 
malic or semiautomatic opera- 
tion.

W»IENNIALS have a different 
™ 
growth cycle in comparison 


to annuals and perennials. They 
are a group of plants that put 
out their foliage one year, bloom 
the next, then usually die. 


So you must plant their seed 


each year, unless the plants self- 
sow. 


Some 
of 
the 
showiest 
and 


most colorful flowers are bien- 
nials. Gay, gypsy-colored Sweet 
Williams, stately foxglove and 
hollyhocks, 
handsome 
Canter- 


bury Bells, dainty violas, sweet- 
scented evening primroses, all 
are biennials. 


Many gardeners do not know 


these beloved and beautiful flow- 
ers have this two-year cycle. 
That is why some of these hand- 
some flowers aren't seen, more 
often in gardens. 


The seed is not started at the 


right time. 


Now is seed-sowing time for 


biennials because this is the time 
nature does it. Usually, the first 
seeds to ripen fall out in July. 
IE the ground is moist the seeds 
will start 
llieir glowing cycle 


right then. 


USUAI-T.Y 10 months is re- 


quired 
after 
sowing seeds to 


store up the thick fleshy roots 
that will produce the glorious 
floral display the following year. 


You can sow the seed either in 


a flat, small pots or directly into 
the ground if you take care to 
keep the bed from drying out. 
July is usually just plain hot, so 
it's better to sow seeds in flats 
or pots in a place protected from 
the sun. 


Barely cover the seeds, partic- 


ularly foxglove. 
Keep the soil 


moist and shaded with newspa- 
pers or burlap until the little 
plants are up. Then transplant 
to the garden bed in early fall. 
Cover the seedlings with news- 
papers for a few days 
after 


transplanting. An excellent me- 
dium for growing seeds is Vermi- 
culite, used alone or mixed with 
sand. 


Sweet William, Dianthus bar- 


butus, is not seen in gardens as 
much as it deserves. Few flow- 
ers produce such bright colored 
trusses of fragrant flowers all 
through spring and summer. The 
flowers are good for bouquets 
and they last well. Don't pass 
them up this year. 
From one 


packet of mixed seed, you will 
receive a most exciting surprise 
—a brilliant selection of unusual 
combinations 
of 
deep 
pinks, 


coral, 
rose, 
lavender, 
snowy 


white, scarlet and deep red. Al- 
most like a patchwork quilt. For 
continuous 
bloom, 
keep 
the 


showy flowers cut. The plants 
prefer a rather light soil, with 
plenty of moisture during the 
blooming season. 


FEW FI.OWEUS lend such a 


touch of elegance to the garden 
as 
foxgloves, 
digitalis. From 


June 
to 
September 
the 
tall 


stalely spires of colorful invert- 
ed bells crown slender four to 
six foot stems that rise from 
massive basal rosettes of luxuri- 
ant dark green foliage. 


The plants make a striking 


background 
flower 
for 
semi- 


shady beds beneath tall trees or 
amid ferns and fuchsias. 
They 


require little care but like plenty 
of water and a well fertilized 
soil, rich in leaf mold. 


For a thrjllipg .blend of white 


cream, pink, rose, lilac and rosy-

throats try a packet of Digitalis 
purpurea. 


The glory of Canterbury Bells 


is traditional, especially the va- 
riety called the Cup-and-Saucer 


Good drainage is a "must" for 


the plants. Scratch a little lime 
around the plants to intensify 
the vivid colorings. 


AT TWILIGHT, the evening 


primrose, Oonothera, turns on its 
full 
charm. Then 
the 
large 


lemon-yellow 
blossoms 
expand 


and send their sweet perfume 


across a summer garden. 
The 


large plants thrive in full sun, 
require no care, grow four to six 
feet tall, with loose spreading 
stems. 


No flower can quite replace 


hollyhocks. They are 
effective 


against a fence or garden wall 
and lend dignity to the back of a 
flower bed. 


Plants do best when the seed 


is sown directly into the gar- 
den bed. 
The plants reach up 


six to 12 feet, bloom all through 
May and June. Try not to water 
the flowers when watering.

is when to prune . . . and how 
much. 
Professional 
gardenei~s 


seem to have their own personal 
beliefs about pruning; and the 
amateur gardener, unfortunately, 
thinks that pruning is synony- 
mous with going on a whacking 
spree with his favorite pair o£ 
pruning shears. 


There is really nothing very 


complicated about praning. 
In 


fact, it is one of Uie most sensi- 
ble 
procedures 
in 
gardening. 


Simply stated, pruning consists 
largely of removing those parts 
of a plant that are considered 
superfluous. Pruning, when you 
are through with it, produces 
certain conditions that benefit 
both the liL'ultii and looks of the 
plant. 


Removing dead or diseased 


wood is definitely a part of prun- 
ing. 
There should be no argu- 


ment on this point. Once these 
members are removed the plant 
will 
look 
much 
better 
and 


chances of the disease spreading 
vill be minimized.

WEEK: Winter or early flower- 
ing sweet peas should be plant- 
ed now. 


Plant perennial flower seed if 


you want them to bloom next 
year. 
Sow seed now for del- 


phinium, pentstemon, sweet wil- 
liam, columbine and coreopsis. 


Disbud exhibition chrysanthe- 


mums if large flowers are de- 
sired. 
Watch for black aphids. 


Fertilize at frequent 
intervals 


with fish emulsion, or other suit- 
able fertilizer. 


Crabgrass in lawns can be 


killed by certain chemicals with- 
out permanent damage to the 
lawn. 


usually pruned to an outside bud 
to encourage laterals to grow in 
that direction. 
Pruning to an 


inside bud would divert new 
canes towards the center of the 
plant. 


Pruning also produces very 


definite effects on flower produc- 
tion. Specimens that are pruned 
back rather heavily 
(especially 


true of deciduous stock) usually 
flower with greater force the- 
following season. 


Periodic 
removal 
of 
flower 


heads is also a part of your prun- 
ing program. 
This step aids in 


maintaining flower production at 
high 
level. Allowing seed 
to 


form taxes a plant's strength 
and consumes energy thai other- 
wise would be directed towards 
producing more blooms. 


Generally speaking, p l a n t s 


should be pruned 
after 
their 


flowering period. Shrubs that 
flowered this summer can be cut 
back 
in 
the 
fall. 
Evergreen 


shrubs in this area react favor- 
ably to being pruned at almost 
any time. 


Hedges 
should 
be 
trimmed 


whenever required to preserve a 
neat 
and 
clean 
appearance. 


HIBISCUS PLANTS are often 


ruined by faulty pruning. It is 
advisable to leave the 
plants 


alone for the first four or five 
years of growth. During this pe- 
riod they seem to hold a fairly 
compact shape. After this sensi- 
ble pruning will be required. 


It is best to prune the hibiscus 


over a period of time. 
Three 


separate pruning treatments dur- 
ing the year are recommended. 
Remove 
the 
larger 
branches 


back to about one-third of their 
former length. 


Abelia grandiflora is another 


common plant often abused by 
poor pruning. This ornamental 
is best primed during the win- 
ter when it tends to go dor- 
mant. 


Camellias are more or less 


self-pruning. 
Plants that grow 


excessively 
in o n e 
direction 


should be shaped up. Otherwise, 


ery little cutting need be done.

Too 
much fish, however, will make 
the cat fat and lazy. Do not give 
chicken or fish bones. 


Other good foods include non- 


starchy 
vegetables, 
raw 
egg, 


cereal, bread and milk, and good 
canned cat food. Puppy granular 
meal mixed with meat or fish 
supplies roughage. 


THE CAT needs a bowl of 


fresh water handy, and he likes 
some green food now and then. 
It permitted outside.^a cat will 
nibble on grass, the juices of 
which aid digestion. 


Very young kittens should be 


fed little but often, and milk 
should be a main part of the diet 
until the pet is G months old. 


Provide a bed free from damp 


and cold, and handle the cat 
gently. 
It picked up, his body 


should be supported with one 
hand. 


Cats are clean animals, easily 


houscbrokon to a fine dry ma- 
terial, sand being preferred to 
dirt. A deodorizing product can 
be purchased from a pet store. 


If your cat neglects his ap- 


pearance, he is probably ailing. 
Other signs of trouble include 
furred tongue, foul breath, wa- 
tery eyes, lack of appetite (cats 
are never voracious eaters), poor 
elimination.
